Gen, Chanoine Wanted an 
Army Corps, 


Brisson Fell Down Just Because 
He Wanted To, 


Dreyfus Revision Case Comes Up 
in Court Tuday.

PARIS, Oct. 26—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] A _ distinctly more peaceable 
feeling regarding the Fashoda affair 
prevails in Paris this evening. Pres- 
ident Faure is taking the crisis quietly, 
and the belief is stronger than it was 
yesterday that M. Brisson fell because 
he wished to fall. 

Tt is now rumored that Gen. Cha- 
noine resigned the War Office port- 
folio out of pique at the refusal of the 
General Staff Committee to give him 
command of an army corps. Extraor- 
dinary police precautions have been 
ordered against possible disturbances 
at the Court of Cassation tomorrow, 
where the Dreyfus. revision appeal 
will be heard. 

MONEY IS WITHDRAWN. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Post’s London special 
Says the sensational feature of today’s 
markets is the flight of capital from 
Paris.

FAURE ASSASSINATED. 


The Startling Ruamor that Was 
Knocked Out This Morning. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—{Exclusive 

Dispatch.] A dispatch received at New 

York shortly after 4 o’clock this morn- 

ing stated that London advices report 

the assassination of President Faure 
of France, but gave no details. 
A COCKNEY BULL. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
PARIS, Oct. 27.—[{Exclusive 
patch.) The rumor of the assassination 
of Faure is false. The story seems to 
have been started in London. 


BACK FROM FASHODA, 


Gen. Kitchener and Marchand’s Ea- 
voy Arrive in Paris. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PARIS, Oct. 26—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) Gen. Lord Herbert Kitchener, 
commander of the Anglo-Egyptian 
forces in the Soudan, and Capt. Bara- 
tier, the French officer who brings Maj. 
Marchand’s dispatches from Fashoda, 
arrived here at 1 o’clock this afternoon. 
Gen. Kitchener left the railway station 
unnoticed. The city is calm this after- 
noon. 

KITCHENER AND BARATIER. 
[ASSOCIATED YRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
MARSEILLES, Oct. 26.—Gen. Lord 
Kitchener of Khartoum and Capt. Bar- 
atier, the bearer of Maj Marchand’s 
report on Fashoda, arrived from Alex- 
andria, Egypt, today on board the Mes- 
sageries’ steamer from that port. Dur- 
ing the voyage the two officers dined 
together and cordially conversed on the 
customs of the tribes and peoples each 

had met. 

The British Consul here met Gen. 
Kitchener on landing, and Capt. Bar- 
atier received an affectionate greeting 
from his mother and brother. Gen. 
Kitchener and Capt. Baratier left for 
Paris on the same train. 

A crowd which assembled on the 
platform cheered Capt. Baratier, and a 
delegation from the naval and com- 
mercial schools presented him with the 
insignia of Legion of Honor. 

A deputation from the Geographical 
Society of Marseilles congratulated 
Capt. Baratier. With Gen. Kitchener, 
the speakers expressed admiration of 
the general's Nile campaign and his 
work in behalf of civilization, and 
thanked him for the courtesy he had 
extended to Maj. Marchand and his col- 
leagues. The general thanked his visi- 
tors warmly and eulogized Maj. Mar- 
chand, whose expedition, he said, had 
excited the admiration of the world. 


The train then departed, amid shouts 
“Vive Baratier!” and ‘Vive 
chand!” 


NOTABLE GUESTS. 
[ASSOCIATED TRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 
LONDON, Oct. 26.—Lieut.-Col. Alfred 
E. Bates, military attaché of the United 
States Embassy in London, and Lieut.

ORATORICAL OUTPOURING. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 


LONDON, Oct. 26.—This evening has 
witnessed a great outpouring of ora- 
tory on the Fashoda question. Speeches 
were made at various places. All 
recognized the gravity of the situation, 
but declared that even at the risk of

war it was impossible for Lord Salis- 
bury to recede from his position. 

A report was in circulation in the 
city this afternoon that the Rothschilds 
had been informed that France had 
agreed to evacuate Fashoda. The ac- 
tivity in naval preparations continues 


} on both sides of the channel. 


EVBRYBODY GOSSIPED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

PARIS, Oct. 26.—Although there is 
evidence of suppressed excitement on 
all sides here, there has been no dis- 
turbances. The police and Municipal 
Guards are out in strong force, and 
they will not permit the crowds to as- 
sume dangerous strength. But the sit- 
uation was eagerly discussed by the 
eager groups in the streets. President 
Faure this morning received in au- 
dience Senator Loubet, president of 
the Senate, and M. Deschanel, president 
of the Chamber of Deputies. It is the 
intention of M. Faure to form a new 
Cabinet as rapidly as possible. 

In the lobbies of the Chamber of 
Deputies all shades of opinion ex- 
pressed the conviction that M. de! 
Casse should remain at the head of the 
Foreign Office so as tc assure the con- 
tinuity of the Fashoda negotiations. 

WHY HE RESIGNED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

PARIS, Oct. 26.—The Petit Journal to- 
day publishes an interview with the 
former Minister of War, who explained 
that he resigned on acount of:the differ- 
ence of opinion with the Minister of 
Marine, M. Brisson. He added that he 
had not demanded the prosecution of 
papers which had been attacking be- 
cause he considered that the penalties 
provided for the laws were insuffi- 
cient. 

The moderate papers say that yester- 
day realized their hopes, and the radic 1) 
and revisionist organs express belief in 
the existence of a military plot. They

. STREET SCENES. 


Yow the Volatile French Express 
Their Feelings. 
P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.} 

NDBW YORK, Oct. 26.—The Herald’s 
Paris dispatches describing the street 
scenes attending the overthrow of the 
Brisson ministry, says: 

First of all, the Socialists ar- 
ranged to hold a demonstration on the 
Place de la Concord. Paul de Roulede, 
who has a monopoly of patriotism in 
France. took this as a challenge. He 
accordingly gave his particular 
lievers a. rendezvous at the same place 
and at the same hour. “Seeing a fight 
was inevitable, if the tw: parties met, 
the Prefect of Police maie his yians 
disperse both groups. At évery 


} voifft were Strong “detittiments of 


lice and municipal guards, and before 
the Automobile Club, the. Ministry of 
Marine, and the big gate of the Tuil- 
leries. were stationed companies of 
foot Republican Guards. Large re- 
serve forces were posted in several 
parts, in addition to bodies of cuiras- 
siers and mounted municipal guards 
patrolling the square in every direc- 
tion. 

As 2 o’clock drew near, people be- 
gan to gather. They were not in- 
terfered with at first. There were no 
fights or disturbances for a time. The 


-people seemed to have gathered more 


to see a spectacle than anything else. 
The first manifestation was provoked 
by the arrival of Paul de Roulede in 
a carriage. When the vehicle reached 
the middle of the Place de la Con- 
cord it was surrounded by a shriek- 
ing, gesticulating crowd, and cries of 
“Vive l’'armée!"’ M. de Roulede made 
a sort of triumphal procession, stand- 
ing up in the carriage and waving his 
long arms and screaming hysterically, 
“Vive larmée!”’ 

The police were powerless to keep 
back the crowd. When the entrance to 
the Place de la Concord was reached, 
bowever, the cavalry succeeded in turn- 
ing the crowd and driving it back. At 
this moment M. Lucien Millevoye, edi- 
‘tor of the Patrie and one of the loud- 
est patriots in France, came up on 
foot. with ladies and another deputy, 
a pronounced anti-Semite. M. Mille- 
voye was wearing his deputy’s scarf, 
not as a mark of oStentation, or to at- 
tract attention, but simply in order to 
pass unnoticed. He was disappointed. 
No sooner was his tall figure seen 
draped with the red, white and blue 
sash. than a howl went up. “Vive 
larmée!"" “Viva la France!” “Vive le 
Republique!"’ volleyed out along his 
path. Again the police ere over- 
powered and out-maneuvered. 


The prefect had issued a proclama- 
tion last night threatening the instant 
arrest of any one who cried “down 
with” any institution. No provision 
had been made for them who might 
shout “Long live’ a particular thing 
they fancy, so the agents were non- 
plussed. Then a diversion was effected 
by the approach of Edouard Drumont, 
editor of La Libre Parole, and proba- 
bly the worst sufferer from Semitopho- 
bia in the whole world. Nearer and 
nearer swept the roar of “Abas les 
Juifs,”’ swelling in volume as it rolled 
along. It was a proud moment for M. 
Drumont. He could not contain his 
emotion while seated. In his passion 
for law and order he forgot the cry 
“abas,”’ or if anything was forbidden. 
Standing up in his carriage, he yelled 
himself hoarse with “‘Abas les Juifs,”’ 
“Vivt le armée.”’ 

Finally, all the Deputies were inside 
the Palais Bourbon, while the crowd 
on. the other side of the Plasede la 
Concord was getting bigger and bigger 
as time went on. All along the Rue 
Royal, the sidewalks and the middle of 
the street were crowded with a surging 
mass of people, good tempered enough 
as yet; still, with so much vital nerv- 
ous energy. massed together an out- 
break was possible, even probable. 
Again and again the Place de la Con- 
cord .was swept clear by mounted 
troops. They harrassed and broke up 
the: scattered crowd, and naturally 
enough more and more people were 
driven into the Rue Royale. The steps 
in front of the Madeline were black 
with people, and sightseers covered ev- 
ery inch of the terrace surrounding the 
church. Every window along both

UNTIMELY 


Cabinet Crisis That is 
Troubling Spain. 


Unless Put Off it Would Have 
Delayed Negotiations. 


Cuba is Offered+Us if Other 
Demands are Suspended. 


Washington Officials and Diplomats 
of Other Nations Admire the 
Dons’ Adroitness—Debt Question 
Still the Hitch. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


PARIS, Oct. 26.—[By Atlantic Cable.] 
The meeting of the Peace Commission- 
ers today lasted an hour and five min- 
utes, and was adjourned until tomor- 
row. Both the Spanish and Ametican 
commissioners were more reticent after 
this session than ever before. The 
Americans fully appreciate not only 
their own serious responsibilities, but 
also the delicate position of their Span- 
ish colleagues, to the burden of whose 
duties here is now added the critical 
political situation at Madrid, which 
may compel the president of the Span- 
ish commission (who is also president 
of the Spanish Senate,) Sefior Montero 
de Rios, to leave Paris. 

The Madrid correspondent of the 
Temps, confirming the report that Pre- 
mier Sagasta and the Queen Regent 
have prevailed upon the Minister of 
War, Gen. Correa, to indefinitely post- 
pone his resignation, pending the con- 


| elusion of the peace negotiations, says 


that they represented to the general 
that his withdrawal might entail not 
only the fall of the Cabinet, but cause 
the resignation of certain members of 
the Spanish commission, including 
Sefior Montero Rios, and _ thereby 
avely compromise the United States. 
cocreapondent says: 

“The net result is that an open crisis. 
seems to have been avoided until the 
conclusion of the treaty of peace. In 
any case, this has done away with the 
necessity of an ad interim government, 
which was lately suggested as likely to 
be the only solution of the present dif- 
ficulties.” 

As the peace negotiations are now 
nearing the discussion of the Philip- 
pine question, the Americans feel no 
stage of the proceedings has so de- 
manded their considerate treatment. 
It may not be stated tonight with cer- 
tainty that the Cuban question has re- 
ceived its last consideration by the 


Americans nor have the Spaniards ac- 
cepted as ultimate the United States’ 
refusal to assume any portion of the 
Cuban debt. It may, however, be af- 
firmed that the Philippine question was 
not reached today, but it may be dis- 
cussed at tomorrow's session which will 
be the first occasion during these nego- 
tiations of a joint session of the com- 
mission being held on succeeding days, 
which fact is in some degree significant. 
PASSING IMPRESSIONS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—There are 
indications that the Peace Commis- 
sioners in Paris are approaching the 
end of the consideration of the subject 
of Cuba and Porto Rico, and officials 
here would not be surprised if today’s 
proceedings of the commission included 
those subjects, leaving the commission 
free to take up the disposition of the 
Philippines. The Spanish case has 
been presented with an ability and 
adriotness that commands the admira- 
tion of diplomats without regard to na- 
‘jonality, and even our own officials 
have been compelled to yield in tribute 
of respect to the arguments produced, 
but they have been of no avail in ef- 
fecting any substantial change in the 
first attitude of the American commis- 
sioners. who are holding firmly to the 
line of procedure originally outlined. 

It is expected here that henceforth, 
after the courteous intimation that has 
been conveyed to the Spanish commis- 
sioners that it is time to regard the 
Cuban and Porto Rico matters as set- 
tled, better progress will be made to- 
ward the final conclusion of a treaty 
of peace. 

SPAIN’S LATEST CARD. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

LONDON, Oct. 
respondent of the Times says: 

“At todaws (Wednesday's) sitting, 
the Spanish Peace Commission offered 
a new counter-memorandum declaring 
their readiness provisionally to accept 
an article of a preliminary treaty stip- 
ulating that “Spain shall relinquish 
all rights to sovereignty in Cuba with- 
out formulating any other claim,” 
and to leave in suspense all remaining 
questions, especially the Philippines. 
The Americans asked until Thursday 
to reply to this new memorandum. 
This is regarded as a favorable sign, 
being a slight relaxation of the rigid- 
ity the Americans have hitherto shown. 
They are, perhaps, aware that the 
| Cubar-and even the Spanish bendhold- 
‘eso are becoming alarmed at the 
' strange turn of the financial side of 
the discussion in which Spain, the 
United States and Cuba, with extra- 
ordinary unanimity, all repudiate the 
Cuban debt. 

Nobody will be able to force Spain 
to accept the debt, for, apart from 
bankruptcy, she could only meet the 
liabilities at the expense of her foreign 
bondholders, who, by a strange an- 
omaly, would thus have to pay for 
the independence of Cuba. It is not 
likely that the United States or any 
other power can or will force Spain to 


ruin herself by meeting the Cuban 
debt, and it will then either be a total

His Remarks During the Day 
Were Very Brief.

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 26.—President 
McKinley was this evening tendered @ 
dinner and reception at the Union 
League Club. The dinner was entirely 
informal, and wes given by the board 
of directors of the league. There were 
sixty at the tables. President Stuart 
of the league welcomed President Mc- 
Kinley, and the latter responded very 
briefly, simply with a few words of 
thanks. 

Among those at the table were Vice- 
President Hobart, Postmaster-General 
Smith, Secretary Wilson, Secretary Al- 
ger. Gen. Miles, Commodore Philip, 
Capt. Robley D. Evans, Capt. Sigs- 
bee, Gens. Shafter, Wheeler, Chaffee, 
Patterson, Sumner, Lawson, Young 
and Sickles, Private Secretary Porter, 
Commodore Carey, Capt. A. Paget of 
the Royal British navy, Gov. Hastings 
Mayor Warwick. 

At the end of the dinner, the original 
hanner of the Union League Club, 
with a number of old battle flags were 
brought into the dining-room by an es- 
cort of the Veteran Corps, under Col. 
Theodore Weidersham, and created 
considerable enthusiasm. 

At the reception which followed, 
there were fully 4° guests. The crowd 
was so great <; f£ the President was 
not even asked to say anything. He 
stood in one of ‘the side rooms, the 
line of visitors passing and shaking 
him bv the hand. The Marine Band 
and the First Regiment Band and the 
regular orchestra of the league were 
in attendance. 

Tomorrow President McKinley will 
review the military parade, and he ex- 
pressed his regret that he will not be 
able to remain to see the proposed 
civic parade Friday. He says that 
there will be an important Cabinet 
meeting Friday morning, which will re- 
quire his presence at Washington, 
and, furthermore, he desires to begin 
the preparation of his message to Con- 
gress. He will leave for Washington 
tomorrow night. 

It is learned that the President has 
had with him, at all times since leav- 
ing Washington, a body guard of three 
detectives. The President said tonight 
that he never felt so safe as he did 
while in Philadelphia. 

The only speech made by the Presi- 
dent was a brief one as he was leaving 
the Union League shortly after Ill 
o'clock. A tremendous crowd of people 
had assembled in the street outside the 
building. Mayor Warwick and Naval 
Constructor’ Hobson passed out the 
door just ahead of the President, and 
on reaching the top of the steps lead- 
ing to the sidewalk, the Mayor pre- 
sented Lieut. Hobson to the crowd. A 
great cheer rose, and the hero of the 
Merrimac bowed his acknowledge- 
ments. Then the President was intro- 
duced to the vast concourse of people 
by the Mayor. 

When the cheering which followed 
the introduction of the President had 
subsided, the President said: “You 
have cheered the President of the 
United States and also cheered a hero 
of the late war. If you will be patient 
a few moments you will have an oppor- 
tunity to cheer other heroes of the 
Merrimac.” 

The President .then withdrew, and 
was escorted to his hotel. A moment 
later four of the crew of the Merrimac 
came from the building and were pre- 
sented to the crowd. They received a 
most tremendous greeting. The Mer- 
rimac heroes then retired, and the 
crowd gradually dispersed. 

PROGRAMME POSTPONED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 26.—When 
President McKinley and Mrs. McKin- 
ley arrived here at noon today, instead 
of finding the city in the midst of the 
enjoyment of its peace celebration, they 
found a dreary, desolate condition of 
affairs, and many thousand citizens 
and visitors were disappointed at the 
interruption of the Peace Jubilee exer- 
cises by the rain. ; 

The day’s programme included 
civic parade. 
ing, however, rain began to fall heav- 
ily, and until 10 o'clock there was a 
heavy downpour. During the remainder 
of the day heavy rain fell at frequent 
intervals. Early in the day the Citizens’ 
Committee concluded to abandon the 
day’s programme and to postpone the 
parade until Friday. 

The Presidential party was met at 
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and escorted to the Bellevue Hotel, 
which will be the home of the party 
during their visit. Vice-President and 
Mrs. Hobart arrived from Washington 
an hour earlier than the President. 

There was a great crowd at the 
Broad-street Station when the Presi- 
dential party arrived, but the police 
kept a clear passageway through 
which the President and his compan- 
fons walked without difficulty. A squad 
of mounted police was in waiting out- 
gide the station, and escorted the car- 
riages of the party to the hotel. Gen. 
Miles was accompanied by his staff 
and Capt. G. Paget of the British 
army, who went through the entire 
war as a spectator for his government. 
Gen. Graham and his staff arrived 
from Camp Meade early in the after- 
noon. 


IMPORTANT DISPATCHES, 


Impromptu Cabinent Meeting Held 
at the Hotel.. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 26.—Immedi- 
ately after the reception to the Presi- 
dent at the Union League Club, a meet- 
ing of the Chief Executive and those 
Cabinet officers who are in attendance 
with him at the Peace Jubilee was held 
at the Hotel Bellevue. Those present 
besides the President were Postmaster- 
General Smith, Secretary of War Alger, 
Becretary of Agriculture Wilson and 
Golicitor-General Richards, in place of 
Attorney-General Griggs. 

The utmost secrecy attended the pro- 
ceedings, and it is impossible to learn 
for what purpose the meeting. was 
called, or what subjects were discussed. 
From an unofficial, though ordinarily 
reliable source. it was gleaned that J. 
Cc. Kellogg, private secretary to Secre- 
tary Hay, reached here tonight bring- 
ing important dispatches from the State 
Department. Neither Secretary Porter 
or any of the Cabinet officers could 
be seen after the meeting, and no in- 
formation from other sources could be 
obtained. 

The meeting lasted nearly an hour, 
and was held in the President’s room 
in the hotel. Local detectives pre- 
vented any one from approaching the 
vicinity. Kellogg, when questioned 
about the matter, admitted being the 
bearer of a message, but said it was 
purely a personal one from Secretary 
Hay. That it was more than some 
ordinary deliberation was apparent 
from the fact that Kellogg reached the 
Union League Club shortly before 11 
o'clock. and was immediately taken to 
the President. 

He then left and went to the hotel, 
the reception coming to an end very 
shortly. After the President and Cabi- 
net had concluded their deliberations, 
Mr. Kellogg left immediately for 
Washington in a Special car. It was 
reported after midnight that the Presi- 
dent may leave for Washington in the 
morning, and not remain to review the 
military jubilee parade. 


MUNICIPAL IMPROVEMENT. 


Representatives from United States 
and Canadx Convene.

i PAPER ON TAXATION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
‘ WASHINGTON, Oct. 26—At the 
evening session, August Hermann, 
Commissioner of Waterworks at Cin- 
cinnati, presented an _ interesting 
paper on, taxation in the larger cities 
of the United States. He submitted 
statistical tables showing the com- 
parative rates of taxes, bonded in- 
debtedness, etc., in various cities. The 
first table shows the total tax rates 
and indicates that Chicago is far in 
the lead with a rate of $96.50 per 
1000. The total amount of money 
raised in 1898 from all forms of taxa- 
tion (the city of New York being ex- 
cepted) was largest in Chicago, $22,- 
390,567; second in Philadelphia, $15,- 
993,546, and third in Boston, $14,000,- 
458. The average rate per capita for 
all taxes combined is $13.83. 


THE CALF CROP. 


A Wonderful Imcrease Over Last 
Season is Reported. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

SALT LAKE (Utah,) Oct. 26.— 
William Penn Anderson of the rail- 
way bureau of live stock statistics, 
Union Stock Yards, Chicago, has just 
completed a canvass of the range-cattle 
country for the Associated Press. He 
@ays all along from Southern Texas 
to Northern Montana, the grass on the 
ranges with the exception of a few 
drouthy spots in the fall was oexcel- 
lent. An abundant hay crop wus 
harvested, and a greater number of 
cattle in proportion will be sustained 
through the coming winter than ever 
before. There is a wonderful increase 
in the calf crop, a gain of from 10 to 20 
per cent. over the season of 1897, us 
shown by the records of “round up” 
foremen on the ranges. The move- 
ment of cattle and sheep to feed 
Jote and other eastern markets dur- 
ing October is almost without par- 
allel. There is a veritable stock-car 
famine in the Rocky and intermoun- 
tain States. There are thousands of 
cattle being held in close herds, await- 
ing shipments.

GOVERNMENT MUST STAND. 

LONDON, Oct. 27.—The Madrid cor- 
respondent of the Standard, telegraph- 
ing Tuesday, by way of the frontier, 
and dealing with the threatened Cabi- 
net crisis, points out the impossibility 
of a change of government, because 
a change would almost certainly cause 
the resignation of the Spanish com- 
missioners at Paris. He says: ‘“Sefior 
Sagasta, therefore, will reriain at the 
helm until the treaty of peace is signed, 
unless Gen. Weyler or the military ele- 
ments cause trouble.” 

Sefior Montero Rios, president of the 
Spanish commission, now offers no 
hope of obtaining anything from Amer- 
ica for the Cuban debt. He even says 
that Spain must assent to the view in 
the matter before the conference can 
proceed, so as to settle the Porto Rican 
and Philippine questions. 


SPAIN’S UNHAPPY CONDITION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

PARIS, Oct. 26.—The morning papers 
here treat the fall. of the French Cabi- 
net and the scene in the Chamber of 
Deputies almost to the exclusion of 
general news. All of them, however, 
dwell briefly on the Spanish crisis or 
the split:in the Liberal party of Spain, 
without, however, direct reference to 
the Paris Peace Commission, except in 
the case of a newspaper, La Volante, 
in a Madrid article.dealing with the 
international situation in Spain, sums 
up as follows: 

“Whatever may be said one way or 
the other regarding the situation, one 
thing is apparent—that the moment is 
badly chosen for a ministerial crisis. 
When dreadful calamities threaten 
Spain from the outside, and at the 
moment when her destinies are being 
decided by the Paris conference, and 
at the moment when her flag is crushed 
at Porto Rico, the Liberal party is in 
a state of chaos and disagreement in 
the face of American pretensions which 
are daily becoming more arrogant. 

“Spain finds herself with a ministry 
without authority. Never has’ she 
needed more imperatively a strong gov- 
ernment, one more watchful and awake 
to outside questions. Instead of this, 
miserable internal quarrels are dis- 
tracting the attention of those who had 
ought to have no other occupation than 
the salvation of their country.” 

THEY ARE PREPARED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

PARIS, Oct. 26.—The American Peace 
Commissioners held a session of sev- 
eral hours’ duration today prior to the 
joint session of the two commissions, 
which opened at 4 o’clock this after- 
noon. The Americans fully realize 
that they are approaching the discus- 
sion of the chief question entrusted to 
them, namely, the future of the Phil- 
ippine Islands, and it may be taken 
for granted that they are well pre- 
pared to take the matter up, if it is 
broached by the Spanish commission. 

PRESIDENT LEAVES. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—The Presi- 
dent and Mrs. McKinley left here at 9 
o'clock today over the Pennsylvania. 
Railway to attend the Peace Jubilee 
at Philadelphia. They were - accom- 
panied by Secretary Hay, Secretary 
and Mrs. Alger, Secretary and Miss 
Wilson, Secretary Bliss, Solicitor-Gen- 
eral Richards and Mr. Porter and Mr. 
Cortelyou, secretaries to the President. 
At Philadelphia Vice-President and 
Mrs. Hobart, Secretary and Miss Long 
will join the party. 


_UPHEAVAL IN FRANCE. 


Adprehension as tol ts Effect 


on the Peace Commission. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—Some ap- 
prehension has been manifested in 
certain quarters as to the possible ad- 
verse effect upon the Peace Commis- 
sion at Paris of the upheaval in 
France, It has been suggested that 
the Spanish cause is in such shape that 
the Spanish government has nothing to 
lose and everything to gain by any 
change that can be brought about. 
However that may be, it is the opinion 
of the State Department officials here 
there is little danger of the situation 
in Paris becoming so acute as to jus- 
tify an abandonment of the work of 
the commission, on the ground that 


the commissioners themselves are in 
physical danger. 
It is confidently believed that with 


the change of Cabinet in France the 
present disorder will subside and nor- 
mal conditions will be restored. Tt is 
always possible that the Spanish com- 
missioners, in despair over their fail- 
ure to force the Cuban debt upon the 
United States in any shape, may break 
off the sessions, but this is not re- 
garded as probable. It is expected the 
Spanish programme is to trump up as 
many points of difference as possible, 
relying upon the sympathy to be ex- 
cited among Eurépean nations by their 
dispute of each point. 

This being the Spanish policy,:it is 
expected that when the commission 
takes up the subjects of Porto Rico and 
the coaling station in the Ladrone 
Islands, there will be many hair-split- 
ting objections interposed by the 
Spanish to propositions from the 
Americans, just as many references 
or attempts at reference to Madrid, 
and just as loud protests over each 
little point by the Spaniards at the un- 
compromising attitude of the Ameri- 
cans. as in the case of Cuba. 

No one knows, officially, just what 
the extent of the United States claim 
will be as to the Philippine Islands. 
Admiral Dewey has a much higher 
ovinion of the Philippine people and 
their capacity for self-government than 
is generally supposed. He has repre- 
sented to the American commissioners 
that the Philippines of the northern 
group, meaning by that, first, the 
peovle on the island of Luzon, and 
after that in order, Cebu, Panay, Leite, 
Mandora and Samar, are, as a rule, 
intelligent, practical, and, a most sur- 
prising statement, far better qualified 
for self-government than the inhabi- 
tants of Cuba. 

Admiral Dewey is as familiar with 
the qualifications of Cubans in this 
respect as almost any naval officer, 
having had personal experience with 
the people, so that his statement is 
bound to have weight with the Ameri- 
can Commissioners. But with all this, 
he has made no recommendation as 
to what should constitute the maxi- 
mum or minimum demands of the 
Americans, and their demands, there- 
fore. are likely to be based upon their 
original instructions, qualified by any 
change of opinion the President may 
have experienced as a result of his 
western trip. 


SAGASTA HOLDS THE SPONGE.

WOOD ASKING ARMS. 


HE THINKS THEY WILL PAY 
FOR CUBAN’S RATIONS. 
Offer of Gen. Rios to Furnish Two 


Men to Eat American Grub 
is Refused. 


NATIVE PRIDE IS OFFENDED. 


IDEA GROWS THAT IT’S TIME FOR 
UNCLE SAM TO 


Spain Demands the Return of the 
Oregon—No More Paupers to 
Land in Cuba—Col. Ray’s 
Collections, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Oc. 26.—{By 
West Indian Cable.] Maj. Pettit, in 
command of the United States troops 
at Manzanillo, and military Governor 
of the city, telegraphed today that the 
Cuban general Rios officers two armed 
men to assist the Americans in pre- 
serving order, merely asking rations 
in return. Gen. Wood sent the follow- 
ing reply: ‘Certainly not. The only 
conditions on which rations are to be 
issued are the complete disarmament 
and disbandment of the troops.” 

Some of the Cubans here consider 
that the United States is treating its 
allies badly in not allowing the Cuban 
forces to remain armed. They contend 
that the Cuban soldiers who have been 
fighting three years, who speak the lan- 
guage of the country, are better fitted 
for garrison duty than “untrained vol- 
unteers.”’ 

The Cuban general, Maceo Rodriguez, 
virtually voices the sentiment of the 
Cuban army, when he says: “We 
thank the United States for the assist- 
ance it has given us, but the time has 
now arrived when the Cubans should 
be placed in the highest offices, and 
should be prepared to take over the 
island on the departure of the Spanish.” 

Cuban extremists here are jubilant at 
the reported attitude of the Cuban as- 
sembly at Santa Cruz de Sur, where 
the delegates, while expressing their 
gratitude to the Americans, practically 
demand a distinctive Cuban govern- 
ment. The Cuban moderates, on the 
other hand, regret this stand, thinking 
it best for the United States authorities 
to continue in charge of affairs for a 
year at least, so as to set things going 
and to prevent any complications with 
foreign powers. 

The foreign consuls are considering 
the advisability of appealing to the 
powers to prevent a too hasty recogni- 
tion of the Cuban government. Gen. 
Wood is considering the advisability of 
granting a hotel license to any re- 
sponsible applicant, who Would under- 
take to establish a first-class hotel in 
Santiago. 

Gen. Wood is fully resolved to allow 
no more paupers to land here, and espe- 
cially no more from the West Indies, 
a class entirely unwilling to do hard 
work. One schooner from Jamaica and 
one from Hayti, loadéd with negro emi- 
grants, have been ordered to return 
their passengers to ports of embarka- 
tion. 

Lieut. Victor Blue, in command of the 
prize gunboat Alcarado, arrived here 
this morning from Guantanamo and 
left this afternoon to inspect the wreck 
of the six Spanish gunboats driven 
ashore July 3 by the United States war- 
ships with a view to raising some or all 
of them, if possible. He consulted with 
Maj. Pettit to ascertain whether the 
latter required naval assistance. 

The United States transport Rou- 
mania arrived here today from Man- 
zanillo en route to Guantanamo with 
Col. Ray’s immunes. Col.-Ray brought 
$2700. representing customs receipts at 
Manzanillo. 

The Santiago customs’ receipts for 
Sentember were $39.223. It is expected 
that the receipts for this month will ex- 
ceed $100,000. 


BRAVE GOMEZ. 


American Sympathizers Being 


Weeded Out of His Army. 
[A. P. FARLY MORNING REPORT.} 


NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Havana says Hugh 
Thompson, an American who was a 
licutenant in the Cuban army under 
José Miguel Gomez, has arrived from 
Tunas. He is one of the three sur- 
vivors of the Johnson expedition, which 
landed at the San Juan River July 1. 
He says that Gomez is weeding out of 
his army all American sympathizers 
and those favoring action, retaining 
only violent advocates of independence. 
Thompson says. he was dismissed for 
this cause. American partisans are 
now being employed to build a dock at 
Maria! fcr landing American troops 
and stores. The matter of the right to 
bring in f.ee of duty, loose materials 
for building docks and warehouses is 
now being discussed. ; 

Mr. Hamil, who recently purchased 
some bronze cannon, told the Ameri- 
can comrmnission he had received notice 
from the Spanish authorities that he 
must complete the transaction at once 
or the guns would be resold to German 
bidders. The commission replied that 
they had nothing to do with that phase 
of the case. They had protested against 
the sale, and the American govern- 
ment now hed the matter in hand. 

It is reported that Admiral and Mrs. 
Sampson are going to New York in a 
few days to attend the wedding of 
their daughter.

CUBA NEWS. 


Evacuation Progressing—Im- 


provements Begun. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.} 

NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Santiago de Cuba says 
at Gibara, flying the American flag, the 
gunboat Marietta is anchored, and her 
officers are superintending prepara- 
tions for the embarkation of the Span- 
ish soldiers in the Holguin district of 
Santiago province. By the last of the 
week, the eastern part of Cuba will be 
free from the disturbing element of 
Spaniards. The Cuban army while out- 
wardly respecting the conditions of the 
protocol held a menacing attitude to- 
ward the Spanish. It is , probable 


trouble was only prevented by _ the 
strength of the Spaniards at Nuevitas. 

American officers are also preparing 
for the evacuation of the province of 
Puerto Principe. The Spaniards are 
leaving small stations in the interior 
and gathering on the coast, eager to 
return to Spain. Along the southern 
coast the Spaniards are now waiting 
the arrival of transports from Havana. 
Their goods are packed, and convales- 
cent soldiers are on hand, few being in 
such condition as to prevent their going 
home. The Spaniards are facilitating 
the preparations in every way. 

With the establishment of the cus- 
tomhouse at Gibara next week the cus- 
toms of the province will be fully or- 
ganized. The income from Guanta- 
namo, Guamo, Sagua and Tanamo al- 
ready amounts to $50,000. The amount 
from San Diego for October will prob- 
able reach $100,000. 

Street improvement begun. 
Streets unrepaired for fifty years are 
being repaired. Publie buildings are 
being repainted and remodeled. Im- 
provements of every kind are being 
made about Santiago. To show the 
residents the proper expenditures of 
public funds is the intention of the 
American Governor. There is great as- 
tonishment -at so much being done 
without additional taxation after the 
former officials robbery. 

“It seems natural for Americans to 
work all: day,” the Cubans’ exclaim, 
amazed. Gen. Maya Rodriguez arrived 
this afternoon from Santa Cruz. He 
wag tendered .an enthusiastic greeting 
by the citizens.

WANT THEIR PAY. 


Spanish Soldiers Grow Insist- 


ent for It. 
[ASSOCIATED [PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

HAVANA, Oct. 26.—[By West Iridian 
Cable.] The bitter feeling among the 
Spanish troops against the government 
for not paying them is increasing daily, 
and menaces possible outbreaks entail- 
ing serious trouble before long. The 
Orden Publicio constitute the most tur- 
bulent element. At first the govern- 
ment proposed to pay only those who 
were discharged. Then after protest it 
offered to pay all by promissory notes, 
a proposal which was refused. No 
cash settlement has been made, and the 
entire body expresses its dissatisfac- 
tion openly. Yesterday eighty irregu- 
lars, mobilazados, from the Camajuay 
regiment, arrived here and went to the 
palace to demand pay. Their attitude 
before Gen. Blanco was such t¥at he 
ordered them to be taken to the Ca- 
banas prison on pretext of being fed 
there, but they have not been allowed 
to leave the prison, and to all intents 
and purposes are under arrest. 

The possibility of an outbreak is con- 
firmed in private conversation with the 
men, who threaten riot if they are or- 
dered to embark without payment. 
During the last few weeks Spanish rule 
in the island has been marked with un- 
bridled corruption. The Spanish mail 
steamer Villa Verde, which has just 
arrived here brought sixty deported 
prisoners from Ceuta, Morocco, mostly 
Nanigos. The demand for overdue 
Salaries has taken an aggressive form 
in the municipal department. 

Beside the mobs daily infesting the 
office of the Mayor, there are threats 
of personal violence and even drawing 
guns, as happened one day last week. 
There are many individual instances of 
a more or less sensational character. 
One of the victims, an employé of the 
city, named Casares, entered the May- 
or’s office on Monday morning to in- 
sist upon a settlement. The Marquis 
de Estaban refused, and made some ex- 
cuse not entirely satisfactory to the 
claimant, who slapped the Mayor’s 
face, following’ up the slap with a 
couple of well-directed blows. The at- 
tendants hustled Casares out of the 
building, but the Mayor refused to 
prosecute, and endeavored to hush the 
matter up. The story leaked out, how- 
ever, and gave rise to a good deal of 
unfavorable comment at the expense of 
the Mayor, although his friends ap- 
plauded his coolness and self-restraint 
in not returning the blows. 

Advices from the interior, particu- 
larly from the city of Matanzas. bear 
fresh stories of misery intensified by 
the late floods. Yesterday, at Matan- 
zas, twenty-seven sick and dying per- 
sons were picked up in the street. The 
United States Evacuation Commis- 
sioners are daily visited by Spanish offi- 
cers, who wish to enter the United 
States service. All such requests have 
been met with a negative reply. In 
view of this, it was thought that the 
applications would cé@ase, but on the 
contrary, two or three Spanish officers 
put in an appearance daily at the Hotel 
Trocha with the same proposition. 


SPLITTING HAIRS. 


Return of the Oregon and Iowa 
Demanded by Spain. 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


CHICAGO, Oct. 26.—A special to the 
Tribune from Washington says Spain 
has protested against the battleships 
Oregon and Iowa going around Cape 
Horn to the Philippines, and demands 
their return to the United States, 
claiming the action in sending these 
ships to Manila is a violation of the 
terms of the protocol. The protest 
was formally submitted to ,fecretary 
Hay by M. Thiebaut, Charge d’ Affaires 
of the French embassy, while President 
McKinley was in Chicago attending the 
Peace Jubilee celebration. 

Secretary Hay declined to reply to 
the demand until President McKinley 
returned. The question is now under 
consideration, and it is believed it was 
discussed at the Cabinet meeting, but 
no decision was reached. Spain claims 
that Admiral Dewey’s fleet cannot be 
reinforced during the armistice, and 
that the statu quo must be maintained. 
This is probably in retaliation for the 
demands made by this government 
upon Spain, when it was learned a ship- 
load of reinforcements for the Island 
of Panay were discovered on the 
Buenos Ayres, at Singapore. 

This government peremptorily de- 
manded the return of these troops as 
Spain neglected to observe the formal- 
ity of asking permission. It has been 
generally understood that while £&a- 
gasta did not give this government 
permission to send the Oregon and 
Iowa to Manila, he was advised of the 
administration’s wishes and acquiesced 
in the plan. 

This protest is no tlooked upon here 
as an indication that hostilities are to 
be renewed, but as another evidence of 
hair splitting diplomacy engendered by 
the impotent rage of a vanquished foe. 
The Oregon and Iowa are now on the 
South American coast, participating in 
a celebration held by one of the South 
American republics, and can be re- 
called if the Administration sees fit to 
acquiesce in the Spanish demand.

THE CATHOLICS. 


Endowment for the University is 
Manded Over. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—At the ses- 
sion of the Catholic Young Men’s 
Union, C. G. Bonnell of Philadelphia 
read the report of the archdiocese of 
that city, replete with the details of 
the work of the Catholic young men of 
that section. Charles Webber, treas- 
urer of the Erastus Bronson Memorial 
Committee, in a fitting speech re- 
ported that the committee had decided 
that an endowment in the Catholic 
University was an appropriate instru- 
ment to perpetuate the memory of that 
eminent man, and he handed to Mer. 
Conaty, the rector of the university, a 
package which supposedly contained a 
check as the-nucleus for carrying out 
these conditions. 

The monsignor, in a brief speech, 
thanked the union for its gift, which 
would be placed where it would do the 
most good, among the lay _ schools. 
Then he spoke somewhat of the work 
and scope of the university, of its 
popular features and its prospects for 
greater work in the future than in the 
past. It was a university, he said, of 
priests and laymen united as in no 
other place, to teach the doctrines of 
the church and sciences, under the in- 
spiration of God. 

Mer. Stephen, head of the Indian Bu- 
reau of the Catholic church, spoke in- 
terestingly of his work among the red- 
men of the West, pointing out the 
great work laymen can do in this con- 
nection. The Indians wage war, he de- 
clared, ad he gave them credit for do- 
ing so, for they had been cheated of 
their rights from first to last. 

Dr. Laughlin, chancellor of the dio- 
cese of Philadelphia, spoke of his in- 
terest in the union, and his loyalty and 
devotion to its interests and principles. 
Resolutions were adopted expressing a 
renewal of fealty to the mother churcs, 
and congratulating the President and 
people of the United States on the suc- 
cessful termination of the war with 
Spain. 

A resolution was also adopted calling 
attention to the small number of Cath- 
olic chaplains in the army and navy, 
and recommending that steps be taken 
looking to an increase of the same. The 
following officers were elected: Pres- 
ident, William M. McGuire of Brook- 
lyn; vice-president, Bernard M. Bo- 
gan of Rahway, N. J.; second vice- 
president, Daniel P. Toomey of Bos- 
ton; secretary and treasurer, W. E. P. 
Gallagher of Philadelphia. A vote of 
thanks was tendered the retiring offi- 
cers. The union then adjourned to 
meet next year at Newark, N. J.

CHICAGO, Oct. 26.—In the habeas 
corpus proceedings brought for the 
ticket brokers, A. J. Greis, H. B. Corby 
and David Wasserman, who wer: in- 
dicted some time ago for aleged viola- 
tion of the ticket-scalping act, Judge 
Dunne of the Circuit Court today held 
that the act was unconstitutional; that 
under a recent ruling, however, the 
auestion of constitutionality of a law 
is not sufficient to warrant the issue of 
habeas corpus on persons held under 
its provisions. The court dismissed the 
petition and remanded the relators to 
custody. 


Gives Opportunity for Warring. 

MONTREAL, Oct. 26.—Vice-Presi- 
dent Shaukhnessy of the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway, speaking of the recent 
decision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States regarding the legality of 
the Joint Traffic Association, said it 
would have the effect of breaking up 
the traffic associations in the United 
Status, thereby leaving each company 
to make its own rates, and presenting 
opportunities for roads so disposed to 
wage rate wars, although he did not 
look for any. 


Union Painters Locked Out. 


INDIANAPOLIS (Ind.,) Oct. 26.— 
Union painters in Indianapolis are all 
idle today. This is in accordance with 
the programme announced by the Mas- 
ter Painters’ Association, which served 
notice that if the union did not with- 
draw its boycott pronounced against 
certain firms, the employers would dis- 
charge all union painters.

PLOTTING GENERALS. 


THEIR PLANNED COUP D’ETAT Is 
LIKELY TO COME NOW. 


Supremacy of Civil Over Military Af- 
faire Unanimously Declared by 
Resolution in the Chamber of 
Deputies—Apprehension Over the 
Dreyfus Revision Case. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] It was reported in Parns 
at midnight that the coup d'etat 
planned by the plotting generals is 
likely to come now, in consequence of 
the almost unanimous adoption by the 
Chamber of Deputies yesterday of M. 
Ribot’s resolution declaring the su- 
premacy of civil over military affairs. 

There is great apprehension for to- 
morrow when the Dreyfus revsion case 
begins in the Court of Cassation. The 
reading of the commission’s report is 
expected to take up the whole day. 
The English colony in particular is 
alarmed. Several families are on the 
point of leaving. 

The fall of the Radical Ministry is 
taken by the popular journals not only 
as a victory over the supporters of 
Dreyfus, but as a triumphant rejoinder 
to the foreign hostility caused by the 
Dreyfus affair, Fashoda and the re- 
cent war. 

The new ministry is almost certain 
to be a progressive Republican one, 
with M. Barthou as Premier and M. 
Delombre in the Cabinet. 

ALMOST A RUPTURE. 

It was conceded at Paris last night 
by those familiar with the proceedings 
of the Peace Commissioners, that only 
the presence there of the American 
and Sipanish Ambassadors, prevented 
yesterday’s session from ending in a 
complete rupture of negotiations. The 
reply of Spain to the American decis- 
ion that Spain must agree to relin- 
auish Cuba without any arrangements 
regarding the debt question, was a gen- 
eral protest against the uncompromis- 
ing attitude of America against the 
refusal of the American Commissioners 
to discuss even a local communal debt. 

Judge Day’s reply was brief and curt, 
denying that the United States was 
acting unjustly. It was said last night 
that Spain will today yield to the 
United States under protest reserving 
the right to reject this clause of the 
agreement if the whole document is not 
satisfactory. The purpose of this is 
to give them an opportunity to discuss 
the Philippine question before commit- 
ting themselves irrevocably to the re- 
linquishment of Cuba’s soyereignty, 
without getting rid of some of its debt. 

Castillo yesterday interceded with 
Ambassador Porter to influence Chair- 
man Day to be less severe in his in- 
sistence. This Porter did, begging Day 
to do all he could to prevent a rupture. 
Castillo’s agitation is due to the fact 


that Spain has been officially notified | 


by the United States that if the 
peace negotiations be broken off, the 
American fleet will be instantly sent 
to the Spanish coast. This notifica- 
tion was made since the beginning of 
the peace conference. The Paris spe- 
cial to the World says that should 
America still insist upon the cession 
of the Philippines, or even Luzon, 
Spain’s commissioners will seek fur- 
ther delay by demanding a guarantee 
for $40,000,000 on the Philippine loan of 
1896, and a considerable indemnity. 
WARSHIPS TO HAVANA. 

The American Evacuation Commis- 
sion continues to advise sending war- 
ships to Havana, but can get no reply 
from Washington. The reason may be 
that Admiral Sampson has refused to 
join Gen. Wade and Gen. Butler in 
their recent requests. The work of 
landing the American army of occupa- 
tion at Havana is progressing rap- 
idly. 

ASTOR’S REDWOOD. 

William Waldorf Astor was intensely 
indignant at the publication of a cir- 
cumstantial account of a banquet al- 
leged to have been gven by him on a 
section of the mammoth California 
redwood tree now in the ground at 
Cliveden, near London. He said yes- 
terday, in London: 

“A gection of the redwood referred 
to has been placed in the ground of 
my place at Cliveden as an object of 
interest, but it has never been 
tended to use it as a dining table, nor 
has any bet been made as to the num- 
ber of persons who could be seated 
around it. The report repeating these 
details and purporting to give an ac- 
count of the banquet is a deliberate 
and mischievous fabrication. I have 
given instructions to my solicitor, Sir 
George Lewis, to commence proceed- 
ings against the newspaper which pub- 
lished the false statement in question.” 

The paper referred to is the London 
Daily Mail, which published this ex- 
clusively the day succeeding its appear- 
ance in the New York papers. Several 
of the persons represented as joining 
in Astor’s banquet were either in Scot- 
land or gone abroad. 

DILLY-DALLYING EXPLAINED. 

Washington advices this morning 
point to facts which have been men- 
tioned on several accasions of late in 
these dispatches, namely, that the con- 
tinued dilly-dallying in Paris is solely 
due to the efforts of the Spanish com- 
missioners to hold back the discussion 
of the Philippines and their committing 
Spain to surrender any part of the 
islands before November 8, when they 
hope the elections in this country will 
result in a feat for the administra- 
tion and the election of a Democratic 
Congress. 


The 5 Department, it is said, no 


longer makes any secret of the fact. 
It is knowm that the Spantards, Sa- 
gasta in Madrid, and his commissioners 
in Paris are ready to ignore the proto- 
col and refuse to surrender Cuba uncon- 
ditionally, as well as ta refuse to agree 
to surrender the Philippines if the elec- 
tion shows an adverse majority appar- 
ently hostile to President McKinley. 
It is not a question as to what a Demo- 
cratic Congress would do so much as 
it is that to all Europe it would appear 
as the rejection by the American people 
of the President’s policy and his in- 
structions to the Peace Commissioners, 
Cc.

HUNTSVILLE (Ala.,) Oct. 26.— 
The War Inquiry Commission  be- 
gan the examination of witnesses 
today, with Gen. Louis H. Carpenter, 
who is in'command in Gen. Wheeler's 
absence. He had been at 
mauga, Tampa, and at Fernandina be- 
fore coming here. He said that the 
camp at Chickamaugh was too crowded 
and ,that at Tampa was unsatisfac- 
tory. but it was not intended to be 
permanent; that at Fernandina was 
ideal. Food supplies had been ample 
throughout, but quartermaster sup- 
plies were generally slow, and there 
had been espécial difficulty in securing 
tents. There was more trouble in get- 
ting supplies at Tampa than anywhere 
else. because of railroad congestion. 

Maj. Charles M. Gandy, the surgeon 
who was in charge of the medical sup- 
plies depot at Tampa, said he had 
been able to fill all reasonable requisi- 
tions for medical supplies with prompt- 
ness. but many bulky articles for 
which substitutes could be had were 
not supplied. The regulars were easily 
satisfied. but the volunteers were ex- 
acting. 


SELECTION OF CAMPS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—The final 
selection of camp sites for the Ameri- 
can troops who will garrison Cuba 
awaits the President’s return from 
Philadelphia. It was discussed at some 
length at the Cabinet meeting yester- 
dav. and as the various reports of the 
Becker board were not finally disposed 
of, it is probable that the Cabinet will 
feel that it should take some expert 
advice before making final selections. 

The troops will not be landed at one 
place. but each detachment will be 
landed at the nearest and most ac- 
cessible port to the place which is to 
form its camping ground. Among the 
places that have been recommended by 
the Hecker board are: Guanabacoa, 
which can be reached best from Regla, 
opposite Havana, with a seaport at 
Playa de Mariano, and Mariel on the 


bay of the same name, about twenty-. 


five miles from Havana, and beyond 
Mariano. All these sites fulfill the 
needs of the good camping grounds, but 
in each case the Hecker board has 
found that there must be considerable 
expenditure by the government if per- 
manent landing places are to be pro- 
vided. so that the troops will not run 
the risk of infection by passing 
through Havana. 

MUST EXAMINE DOCTORS.

sides of the street was filled with heads, 
every chair and table in the cafés was 
occupied. 

Thicker and more compact grew the 
crowd and certain symptoms of irrita- 
tion began to show themselves. Its 
good humor was evidently evaporating. 
A cab man who drove slowly by, had 
the idea to cry “Vive Brisson.” Imme- 
diately his vehicle was stoned and him- 
self roughly handled. Jules Guerin of 
the Libre Parole, and M. Marat, an- 
other anti-Semite, got up a sort of side 
manifestation around one of the foun- 
tains in the Place de la Concord. Cries 
of “Vive l’armée,” ‘‘Abas le Juifs”’ rang 
out. M. Le Proust, police commissary, 
strode forward to arrest one of the 
crowd, who yelled “Mort aux Juifs.”’ 
The anti-Semites at once fell upon the 
poor commissary and rained a shower 
of blows upon. him with their sticks. 

Le Temps says: “They even threw 
him down and kicked him in the face. 
A gentleman in an open carriage, 
threading its way across the square, 
jumped down and got the bleeding man 
into his conveyance. The crowd then 
tried to up set it, when, luckily, M. 
Blanc, Prefect of Police, arrived on the 
scene. Several of the aggressors seemed 
to think they had quite explained and 
justified the matter when they had told 
M. Blanc that Le Proust was the same 
Juif who had cried ‘Abas la France.’ 
The wounded man was assisted to an 
improvised hospital in the Tuilleries 
Gardens, where the blood was washed 
off his face. 

“It was found that his injuries were 
not us. He insisted on returning 
to h st. Shortly afterward he rec- 
omnized some of his assailants in a 
group of shouting manifestors, and had 
them arrested at once. Jules Guerin 
and twelve or so others were also ar- 
rested, as they insisted upon doing their 
utmost.to excite the crowd with their 
inflammatory cries. Orders had been 
given to keep the Place de la Concord 
permanently clear, and all avenues and 
streets leading into it were barred by 
lines of olice. 

“Then some humorist in the Rue 
Royale began to make a funeral pyre 
of a bundle of obnoxious papers; that 
is to say, of Les Droits de l'Homme. 
The idea took immensely. At a dozen 
points papers were bundled from the 
windows of the Kiosks and set ablaze, 
while youths and excited patriots 
danced around them, whooping, ‘Abas 
les traitres!’ ‘Vive l’armée.’ Others 
thrust single copies of the papers into 
the flames. When it was alight they 
ran along with it until the impromptu 
torch had burnt itself out. 

“A company of cuirassiers was sent 
along the Rue Royale to drive back the 
people out of the foot path, and so into 
the boulevards. The horses shied at 
the bonfires, pranced around, and 
could only be got to advance by dint 
of soothing and coaxing. Slowly the 
human flood was driven sullenly into 
the wider channel of the boulevards.” 


RANDSBURG. 


EXTENSIVE IMPROVEMENTS ON 
THE YELLOW ASTER. 


Contracts Let for a Thirty-stamp 
Mill, Electric Light Plant, Pipe 
Lines and Reservoir—New Boom 
for the Camp. af 


RANDSBURG, Oct. 24.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.}] John Singleton, Mrs. Dr. Bur- 
cham and F. M. Movers, all of the Yellow 
Astor Mining Company, are in Randsburg 
for the first time in some weeks. Mr. Sin- 
gleton has been absent on account of ill 
health, and Mr. Mooers has been spending 
most of the summer East. Notwithstand- 
ing their absence, work has been going for- 
ward, and great development has been done. 
The foundation and retaining walls for tho 
new thirty-stamp mill are almost com- 
pleted, and work upon the mill itself will 
begin in a few days. In excavating for the 
foundatdions of the mill, everything was 
found that entered into its construction. 
Stone for the retaining walls, a bed of fine 
cement, together with sand, all the ele- 
ments which enter into the construction of 
the concrete floor and walls. 

mill and pipe line will cost in the 
neighborhood of $80,000. The mill will be 
lighted by incandescent electric lights. The 
contract for the mill was let yesterday to 
the Union Iron Works of n Francisco, 
and the requirements are that the mill 
shall be finished and the stamps dropping 
in ninety days from the signings of the 
contract. About forty workmen, carpenters 
and machine men, will be put to work. 
These additional workmen, together with 
the receiving of such a quantity of ma- 
chinery and lumber, will make a great dif- 
ference in the general business of Rands- 
burg for some time to come. 

e mill will have a capacity of from 
125 to 159 tons per day. The monthly clean- 
up now at the Barstow mill, running t 
fifty tons per day, is from $45, to $65,000, 
and when that amount is doubled or trebled, 
Randsburg will be in the very front rank 
of ld-mining camps in the State. 

T water question seems to be settled. 
The new pump at the wells has a capacity 
of 80,000 gallons in twenty-four hours, and 
it has been kept running for that length 
of time without exhausting the supply. The 
company proposes, however, to make a fur- 
ther test, and if the well can be exhausted, 
there will immediately be put on to extend 
the drifts and tap new supplies. The pipe 
line will be complete*% in a very few days, 
the material — all on the ground and 
rapid work will have to be done on the 
construction of the 100,0000 gallon reservoir 
at this end of the line, in order to ve 
the water to use in the construction of the 
foundations for the mill. 

In an interview with Mr. Singleton to- 
day, when asked if there had been any im- 
provement in the appearance of #e mines 
and the outlook generally since he went 
away, six weeks ago, he replied that he had 
spent all of the forenoon examining the 
mine, and it was 50 per cent. better than 
when he went away. All the deepest work- 
ings show unlimited quantities of rich @~, 
with veins running in so many directions 
that, with a mill on the ground, almost the 
whole hill would pay. The cutting of the 
lower level in the Hercules. shaft a 
perpendicular of between 750 and 800 feet 
from the surface, and the finding of the 
same ore bodies there, effectually settles the 
cuestion as to whether Randsbure mines 
do down. 

The truth is, this mining camp is just in 
its infancy, and experienced mining men 
coming here now predict that it will event- 
ually prove one of the richest camps ever 
discovered. The ease with which it can 
be reached from all directions will glways 
be much in its favor. 

The suit of Stanton against the Yellow 
Aster people, which for a time seemed to 
threaten trouble, has assumed a new phase, 
the Supreme Court having decided to hear it 
en banc. Briefly, this case is based on an 
alleged contract O. B. Stanton made with 
Burcham, Mocers and Singleton in June, 
1895. The instrument was signed by Mooers 
an@ Singleton. and it was understood that 
if Burcham, who was not present, did not 
sign, it was to become null and void. Bur- 
cham refused to sign, an@ then Stanton un- 
dertoow to force Mooers and Singleton to 
convey one-half of the whole property, al- 
though only owning two-thirds, in consid- 
eration of his doing $10,000 worth of work 
and putting up a ten-stamp mill. 

It is said that Stanton at one time not 
long ago offered to compromise for $20,000.

SANTA FE SOLVES.

Passenger Traffic Will Be Taken 
Across San Francisco Bay to 
the Union Depot. 


FREIGHT YARDS NOT CHOSEN.

THE VALLEY ROAD’S CHINA BASIN 
LOCATION DISCARDED. 


That Shoshone “Uprising” in Ne- 
wada—Passengers by Boat—Car- 
penter Will Contest—A Stan- 


ford Student Missing. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 26.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] President E. P. Rip- 
ley of the Santa Fé-Pacific line and 
members of his party are busily en- 
gaged just now with many matters of 
detail affecting the big railroad deal 
which is to place the Valley road un- 
der the control of the Santa Fé and 
secure for the latter company an en- 
trance into San Francisco. The Santa 
Fé officials are seeking to familiarize 
themselves with all the affairs of the 
Valley line as far as their brief stay 
in San Francisco will permit, and at 
the same time they are looking into 
the matter of terminal facilities for 
the accommodation of freight traffic 
which will be handled by the Santa Fé 
when the Valley road is completed and 
becomes a part of the Santa Fé sys- 
tem. 

It is learned that the question of 
terminal facilities is a matter that is 
causing the Santa Fé people no little 
concern, The Valley road holds the 
lease of a considerable acreage of un- 
filled ground fronting on the China 
basin, in the southern part of this city, 
and it has always been presumed up 
‘to the present time that this property 
would be improved and used for the 
purpose of a freight yard, where cars 
could be loaded and unloaded with 
gomething approaching the facility at- 
tending the loading and unloading of 
Southern Pacific cars at Fourth and 
Townsend streets. It has transpired 
that this may be entirely abandoned. 

There is no absolute assurance that 
the officials of the Valley road, acting 
at the instance of the Santa Fé Com- 
pany, are looking over ‘the ground 
with a view to arriving at a more ad- 
vantageous solution of the terminal 
question. The passenger traffic of the 
new transcontinental line that will 
goon be bidding for San. Francisco 
business will be handled by means of 
@ fast, modern ferry boat between 
Point Richmond and the Union ferry 
depot at the foot of Market street. This 
much is. settled, to accept the em- 
phatic and positive statement of the 
Valley road directors. 


SUGAR WAR. 


The <Arbuckle Company Invades 
Western Refinery Territory. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 26.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The fight with the 
Sugar Trust has come to the Coast. 
The Arbuckles, not content with fight- 
ing the Hevemeyers in New York at an 
expense of millions of dollars, have 
come to do busimess with the Western 
Sugar Refinery, which is the local end 
of the Sugar Trust, on its own terri- 
tory. M. J. Brandenstein & Co. are 
the men who are combating the West- 
ern Sugar Refinary, but the Arbuckles 
@re behind them. The sugar comes 
from them, and the tactics will be the 
Bame as have been successfully pursued 
in New York. 

Today the local price of sugar 
dropped from 6 to 5% cents per poumd. 
This cut was made by the Western 
Sugar Refinery to meet the price offered 
by the western agent of the Arbuckles. 
The Arbuckle offer of Tuesday came 
very unexpectedly. No ane was look- 
img for it, though it was coincident 
With the opening of the Arbuckles’ im- 
mense new refinery in New York, the 
refinery which makes the millionaire 
coffee man independent of the Sugar 

’ Trust at last. Arbuckles’ agents were 
offering sugar at 5% cents, while the 

Western Refinery price was 6 cents. 

The difference was wide enough to de- 

Moralize the market. This morning 

the refinery met the cut. 
Claus Spreckels, who is the Western 
Sugar Trust, has to make good the 
Shrinkage in values on 29,000 sacks, 
which, at 50 cents a sack, amounted to

CALIFORNIA BEET-SUGAR. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SUISUN, Oct. 26.H. G. Staaf, rep- 
resentative of the California Beet- 
Sugar Company, who has been making 
arrangements for the harvesting of 
Sugar-beet crops in Contra Costa and 
Solano counties, has expressed himself 
as being greatly pleased with the en- 
couraging prospects for the industry 
becoming a permanent’ one in the 
counties named. The planting. this 
year was an experiment, on a rather 
extended scale, of the adaptability of 
the soil for raising beets, and despite 
an almost unprecedented season, as 
regards lack of moisture, tests have 
been made of beets at the Crockett 


factory, showing a remarkable per- 
centage for saccharine matter and 
purity. 

The yields also show average re- 
sults. One farmer in Contra Costa

NOT SO MUCH. 


The Shoshone Uprising” in Nevada 
No Great Shakes, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

AUSTIN (Ney.,) Oct. 26.—The re- 
ported Indian outbpreak at Midas is 
greatly exaggerated. There is no dan- 
ger at present. 

Friday, the 21st inst., an Indian, Bal- 
lard, and a white man, McLeod, took 
a load of hay to Midas from Reese 
River. The Indian got drunk and was 
carrying a bottle of whisky on the way 
home. The bottle broke, and the Indian 
accused McLeod of breaking it. In his 
anger he cut McLeod about the head 
and face with a knife, and threatened 
to kill him. On reaching the river the 
Indian wanted to get a rifle from John 
Schmaling, saying he wished to _ kill 
George Gooding, John Bowler and 
James Day. 

He could not get a rifle, and starteu 
after McLeod again with the knile. 
John Schmaling held the Indian, while 
McLeod got away for atime. Later he 
found McLeod again, and the latter, in 
self-defense, gave the Indian a terrible 
whipping. The Indian was taken to 
Midas and placed in jail, and is now in 
a very dangerous condition. The In- 
dians are greatly worked up over the 
affair, and Ballard’s brothers say that 
they will kill McLeod, but not threaten 
others. 

The deputy sheriff at Midas tele- 
graphed to the Governor at Carson for 
arms and ammunition at the request 
of the people on Upper Reese River, who 
fear that the Indians may do mischief. 
The people in Midas and Austin are not 
worried over the outcome, and have no 
apprehension of trouble. 
GOVERNMENT FORWARDS GUNS. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT,] 

RENO (Nev.,) Oct. 26.—A special from 
Carson to the Gazette says Gov. Sadler 
has received a telegram from Midas, 
Nye county, announcing an Indian out- 
break, and asking for arms and ammu- 
nition. The Governor has forwarded 
seventy-five rifles and a supply of am- 
munition. 

CARSON OFFICIALS WORRIED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
CARSON, (Nev.,) Oct. 26.—Officers at 
the capitol are in a state of deep anx- 
iety since the receipt of the news of 
the threatened Shoshone Indian out- 
break at Midas, Nye county. No word 
has been received since the first mes- 
sage calling for arms and ammunition, 
and stating that the Indians threat- 
ened to revolt. The courier who rode 
into Sodaville with his message only 
stopped to tell solicitious citizens the 
meagre facts, and then remounted his 
horse with the ominous words that “he 
guessed every one of the few settlers 
would be needed, and he would have 

to hurry back.” 

Although his message stated that 
there were all the men necessary tv 
withstand any attack from the In- 
dians, officers in command of the bat- 
talion are now in consultation as to 
whether mustering-out proceedings 
should be suspended pending further 
news, which may nou arrive for sev- 
eral days, as Midas is situated in an 
isolated. portion of the southern part 
of Nevada, and the stage leaves there 
but once a week. Other Indian tribes 
have not as yet become acquainted 
with the facts, so it is not known 
whether they will assist the Shoshones, 
who have heretofore been regarded as 
most peaceable. 


CARPENTER WILL CONTEST. 


Up for Trial for the Fourth Time 
at Stockton. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 


STOCKTON, Oct. 26.—For the fourth 
time the Carpenter will contest came 
up for trial in the Supericr Court this 
afternoon. The first trial was in No- 
vember of 1885. 

Charles W. Carpenter died on Janu- 
ary 22, 1884, leaving a will by the terms 
of which his property was left to C. K. 
Bailey, the remaining member of the 
firm of Bailey & Carpenter. Bailey 
was appointed executor by the court. 
At that time the property consisted of 
a one-half interest’tk the partnership 
property of the value of $150,000. 

The heirs of Carpenter, three broth- 
ers and a sister, brought suit to set 
aside the will on the ground of un- 
soundness of mind on the part of the 
testator amd of fraud, menace and un- 
due influence on the part of C. K. 
Bailey in procuring the will to be made. 
The first trial was in November, 1885. 
The jury rendered a verdict against 
the validity of the will. A new trial 
was granted by the Supreme Court. 

The second trial took place in May, 
1891. This trial resulted in the jury 
finding for the contestants. The will 
was set aside. Again a new trial was 
granted by the Supreme Court; this 
time mainly upon errors in the instruc- 
tions of the court. The third trial was 
had in the fall of 1897. This time the 
jury disagreed, standing eight to four 
in favor of the contestants.

REAL WINTER STORM. 


HIGH GALE WHIPPED THE SNOW 
INTO A RAGING BLIZZARD. 


Change in Temperature So Rapid as 
to Be Dangerous to Health. 
Shipping on the Lakes in Dan- 
ger—Stock Suffers Severely—Busi- 
ness Paralyzed,

P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 


CHICAGO, Oct. 26.—A wintry storm, 
which was centred over the southern 
end of Lake Michigan, has prevailed 
throughout the northwestern States che 
past twenty-four hours. To the west of 
Chicago smow fell to the depth of from 


east there was .a heavy ‘rain, which 
changed to heavy wet snow at'mid- 
night. A high gale from the north- 
east whipped the snow into a raging 
blizzard at many’ points. Telegraph 
wires in all directions were blown 
down, and the telephone service de- 
moralized. Deep drifts which inter- 
rupted street-car traffic and threatened 
to. impede railroad trains and para- 
lyze business placed some caf the small- 
est cities in the icy grip of winter. Such 
severity of weather was entirely unex- 
pected so early, and has brought suf- 


On the lakes the gale registered great 
velocity, and in some instances played 
havoc for shipping. For vessel men 
this storm is the roughest of the sea- 
son. Danger signals are up all around 
Lakes Michigan, Huron and Superior. 
At several points on the lakes vessels 
wer ported in distress and the crews 
had narrow escapes from drowning. In 
Chicago Harbor alone twenty-five ves- 
sels put in for safety. The force of 
the storm was felt as far south as the 
Gulf of Mexico. 

Its effects at different points were 
varied, and at nightfall the rain that 
had been failing in the Ohio Valley 
and the central and lower Mississippi 
valleys turned into snow and soon a 
genuine winter blizzard was raging in 
those parts of the country. When the 
snow started, the velocity of the wind 
increased. In some places the change 
in temperature was so rapid as to 
almost dangerous to health. The great- 
est drop reported in the South was at 
Abilene, Tex,, where the mercury fell 


At Springfield, IlL, and Springfield, 
Mo., the temperature dropped 28 deg. 
during the afternoon; at Davenport 
and Dubuque, Iowa, 26 deg., and at 
Chicago, 25 deg. The lowest tempera- 
ture at these places was as follows:

AMERICAN MISSIONARIES. 


They Adopt Resolutions on the In- 
Question. 
[ASSOCIATED JIGHT REPORT.) 

CONCORD (N. H.,) Oct. 26—The 
fifty-second annual meeting of the 
American Missionary Association was 
continued today. The first address was 
delivered by Rev. W. B, Thorpe of 
Binghampton, N. ¥., on “Chinese Mis- 
sions.” Rev. W. H. Pond, D.D., of San 
Francisco delivered a missionary ad- 
dress on Chinese missions The report 
on Indian missions was presented by 
its chairman, Rev. J. C. Merrill of 
Portland, Me. 

The committee presented resolutions 
which were adopted, declaring that “We 
believe no solution of the Indian ques 
tion can be reached until the present 
tribal system be not recognized, gov- 
ernment reservations abolished and the 
present appropriations for the material 
support of the Indian be discontinued. 

“Recognizing that our government 
bears a friendly attitude toward the 
reforms, we would recommend that a 
committee be appointed to visit the 
President of the United States, Sec- 
retary of the Interior and others who 
have part in the administration, to 
urge immediate action, that the policy 
now theoretically held by the govern- 
ment shall be put into execution.” 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

CONCORD, Oct. 26.—At the opening 
ofthe afternoon session an address was 
delivered by Rev. William L. Tracy of 
North Adams on the general scope of 
the work of the association. Prof. 
William E. Hart of Washington, D. C., 
told in an address what higher educa- 
tion is needed by the negroes of the 
South. An address was delivered by 
Rev. Philip 8. Moxen, D.D., of Spring- 
field, Mass., concerning racial questions 
involved in the condition of the South- 
ern negroes.

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ALL FOR ATONEMENT OF SINS. 


VICTIM OF THE TEACHINGS OF A 
VOODOO PRIESTESS. 


White and Colored People Under 
the Influence of a Fanatic Ne- 
gress—Warrant for Her Ar- 
rest to Be Sworn Out. 


A young colored woman named Nellie 
Thompson died under circumstances 
that will lead to an _ investigation 
which is likely to result in an exposé of 
the doings of old “Mammy” Williams, 
a so-called voodoo priestess, whose ex- 
traordinary performances have from 
time to time reached the ears of the 
public during the last few years. 

According to the story told by Mil- 
ton Combs, a colored chiropodist, and 
other colored people living in the neigh- 
borhood of the ‘Saints’ Quarters,” as 
“Mammy” Williams’s establishment is 
called, people are being starved to 
death there through obedience to the 
priestess’s commands to fast in order to 
gain remission of their sins. It was 
under such circumstances as these, it 
is alleged, that Mrs. Nellie Thompson 
died. 

Mrs. Thompson is dead. There is no 
doubt about that. She died in the 
patrol wagon while being removed 
from “Mammy” Williams’s shack to 
the County Hospital. A Coroner’s 
jury will decide today whether her 
death resulted from starvation and ex- 
posure, as alleged by persons who pro- 
fess to know. Dr. Combs, his wife and 
a number of other people make no 
bones about saying that “Mammy” 
Williams is responsible for Mrs. 
Thompson’s death, and say they are 
willing to back their opinions in court. 
Combs will apply for a warrant for 
Mrs. Williams’s arrest this morning. 

Combs and his friends relate some 
harrowing tales about “Mammy” Wil- 
liams and her doings. They say she 
possesses a strange power which she 
wields over people, white and black, 
who come under her baleful influence. 
She does it all in the name of religion, 
and her deluded followers obey her 
commands even to the extent of de- 
stroying themselves physically by self- 
inflicted deprivations, which she makes 
them believe are necessary for their 
souls’ salvation. 


CASE OF MRS. THOMPSON. 


The suffering and death of Mrs. Nel- 
lie Thompson, Dr. Combs and others 
cite as a case illustrative of ‘“‘Mammy” 
Williams’s fanatic teachings. Mrs. 
Thompson, they say, was until a few 
years ago a well-to-do, healthy, indus- 
trious young colored woman. She 
leased a piece of ground, erected a 
comfortable three-room house, sur- 
rounded it with a well-kept garden and 
supported herself comfortably by tak- 
ing in washing. She was a fairly edu- 
cated woman and well-read on religious 
topics. Her zeal for Christianity 
brought her in contact with “Mammy” 
Williams, who for four or five years 
has been holding daily religious ser- 
vices in a shack on a lot on East Fifth 
street near San Julian. 

It was not long before “Mammy” Wil- 
liams gained complete control of Mrs. 
Thompson, persuaded her to give up 
all her earthly belongings, quit wo 
and devote her time to the service of 
the Lord. Mrs. Thompson took up her 
abode with the prophetess in the 
‘Saints’ Quarters,” an aggregation of 
three -or four miserable hovels on Stea- 
ton street, back of the Arcade depot. 

ere she continued her devotions un- 
ceasingly under Mammy Williams’s di- 
rection, but yet she transgressed to 
the degree of making repentence by ex- 
treme physical suffering necessary, ac- 


cording to the teachings of her pre-’ 


ceptress. 
FASTED EIGHT DAYS. 

Just what Mrs. Thompson’s particu- 
lar sin was is not known, but friends 
who interested themselves in her case 
aver that the priestess ordered her to 
fast eight days in the wilderness. £&o 
to the Los Angeles River bed, the near- 
est accessible wilderness, Mrs. Thomp- 
son went, where she fasted and prayed 
for eight days and nights. Her only 
shelter during all that time was a 
emall piece‘of old matting to lie upon, 
and a piece of carpet for covering. 

At the end of the required period of 
her fastings she returned to the “Saints’ 
Quarters” in a greatly emaciated con- 
dition. The coarse food offered her to 
break her fast would not remain on 
her stomach, so she gradually began 
to waste away from inanition. 

When her colored friends outside the 
Quarters’’ learned of her con- 
dition, they tried to convey some nour- 
ishing food to her, and furnish medi- 
cal treatment. But Mammy Williams 
would let no one approach her, and.a 
big padlock on the gate to the inclosure 
in which the priestess and her disciples 
live kept out all intruders. 

Believing that the woman would 
surelv die under such conditions, Dr. 
Combs, as a last resort, swore to a 
complaint charging rs. Thompson 
with insanity. Sher Burr rd- 
ingly ordered the woman removed to 
the County Hospital. The hospital am- 
bulance broke down yesterday after- 
noon while on the way to the “Saints’ 
Quarters” to get the woman, so _ the 
police patrol wagon was used. 

MRS. THOMPSON'S DEATH. 

When the news got abroad that the 
patrol wagon was coming, a crowd of 
about one hundred excited white and 
colored people gathered around the 
*“Saints’ Quarters.”” Mammy Williams 
and her few disciples, who were not too 
feeble from fasting, meanwhile began 
cleaning up the premises in anticipa- 
tion of the visit from the officers. They 
swept and brushed and carried out 
piles of old rags, which they burned in 
the yard. Some of the superstitious 
colored spectators thought the smoke 
which was made was some device of 
the alleged enchantress to drive away 
evil spirits. 

When Driver McKenzie and Officer 
Richardson arrived with the wagon, 
the padlock was still on the gate, and 
Mammy Williams refused to open it. 
Richardson vaulted over the barricade 
and went into the shack where Mrs. 
Thompson lay, to investigate. He 
came out and reported that the wo- 
man was too far gone to risk moving. 
After a consultation it was decided to 
move her any way. 

After being threatened with arrest, 
Mammy Williams unlocked the gate. 
She said she would allow white offi- 
cers of the law to enter upon the “holy 


ground,” but she didn’t want any 
“black devils’ to trespass. 
Mrs. Thompson was placed oan a 


stretcher and lifted into the wagon, 
which then started for the hospital, but 
before the viaduct was reached the 
woman was dead. The body was taken 
to the hospital and later in the evening 
was removed to. Orr & Hines's morgue, 


where the Coroner will hold an in- 
quest today. 
OTHER VICTIMS. 

Dr. Combs alleges that Mrs. Thomp* 
son is not the only victim of Mammy 
Williams's peculiar teachings. A young 
German named Bassey, he says, re- 
cently fasted fifteen days and is now 
so weak and emaciated that he can 
hardly stand. 

A Swede named Anderson was @ dis- 
ciple of the voodoo priestess, Combs 
and others declare, for about two years 
and was finally rescued from her grasp 
by his sister. 

Another white man named Allender, 
it is alleged, left the ‘Saints’ Quarters’ 
last spring in a famished condition, 
and is reported to have since died. 

Mast sensational of all is the state- 
ment that a good-looking white girl, 
aged about 16, is at present under the 
influence. Dr. Combs appealed to ‘her 
yesterday to come out of the trap, but 
she only gave him a mournful glance 
and retreated imto one of the shacks 
inside the fence which separates the 
“holy ground” from the rest af the 
world. 

MRS. WILLIAMS’S CAREER. 

Mrs. Williams came to Los Angeles 
from- Texas six or seven years ago. She 
began preaching at once and for quite 
a while had a large following among 
the more ignorant colored population. 
Her system of long fasts for infrac- 
tions of the divine law, as interpreted 
by her, was, however, calculated to dis- 
courage those of her disciples who were 
blessed with a full set of digestive or- 
gans, so they gradually dropped way, 
and her congregation has dwindled to 
a mere handful. 

Her religious meetings are held in a 
shedlike room in the rear of the cabin 
of Mrs. Ellen Wesley on East Fifth 
street, where she holds forth daily and 
nightly to such as will hearken to her 
words. Mrs. Wesley is one of her dis- 
ciples, and Dr. Combs contemplated in- 
cluding her in the complaint which fr. 
is about to apply for arainst Mrs. Wil- 
liams. It is probable, however, that he 
will swear out a warrant for the arrest 
of Mrs. Williams alone. 

John Williams, the husband of the 
prophetess, was but recently released 
from States’ prison where he served a 
term for attempt to murder. Williams 
slashed a colored girl named Laura 
Clisby with a razor in a frightful man- 
ner, then threw her out of a second- 
story window of a building on Los 
Angeles street. For this offense he was 
sent to the penitentiary, but he has 
served his time and is again living with 
his priestly wife. He is not one of the 
fasters. 


GERMANY’S SLY MOVE. 


SHE ENDEAVORS TO COVER THE 
ENDS OF THE CANAL, 


Secret Compact With England Has 


Given Her the Latter’s Foothold 
in Samoa—How She is Trying to 
Establish Herself in Santo Do- 
mingo—The Countermove. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Oct. 26.—A special to the 
Juornal from Washington says the 
State Department has discovered a 
clever scheme on the part of the Ger- 
man government to acquire coaling 
stations or naval bases in both the At- 
lantic and Pacific at points where they 
will come im direct conflict with the 
interests of this country when the Nic- 
araguan Canal is built. 

In this sameconnection the depart- 
ment has also unearthed what appears 
to be a breach of faith on the part of 
England toward the United States in 
Samoa. Ever since the death of King 
Malietoa, Germany has been running 
things in Samoa apparently independ- 
ent of the triple protectorate exercised 
by the United States, Great. Britain 
and Germany. Careful investigation 
has convinced the State Department 
that Germany and England have made 
a secret compact whereby the latter 
has ceded to the former its rights in 
Samoa under the protectorate, and has 
consented, for a consideration, to al- 
low Germany to utilize the island as a 
coaling and naval station. 

While this compact between Eng- 
land and Germany is not an actual vio- 
lation of the protectorate, it is yet 
practically a breach of faith on the 
part of England, while professing the 
utmost friendliness for this country, to 
give to its rival in the Pacific rights 
which may cause a serious clash. 

Germany is bent on securing naval 
stations as near to the proposed isth- 
mian canal as possible. If it has Eng- 
land’s claim in Samoa, it is established 
at the Pacific end. For the eastern end, 
it is working out a plan which may give 
the State Department much trouble to 
circumvent. It is said that Germany 
is trying to secure a naval base at 
Santo Domingo. Should she succeed 
here, the United States, which expects 
to build the canal, would find itself at 
a disadvantage at the outset. Porto 
Rico is to be the American naval base 
in the West Indies. It is admirably 
situated for this purpose, but should 
Germany secure a foothold in Santo 
Domingo, it would be in a better stra- 
tegicm position for control of the canal 
than would this country. 

The republic of Santo Domingo is 
heavily indebted. Most of its bonds are 
held in Germany, and the Kaiser ex- 
pects to acquire a naval station by 
threatening foreclosure on his bonds. 
The President of Santo Domingo and 
Smith Weed of New York, representing 
the syndicate which controls the cus- 
toms revenue and stands ready for the 
annual expenses of the republic, are 
holding conferences. Should it be dis- 
closed that there is no other way to 
prevent Germany from securing the 
coveted naval base, it is highly proba- 
ble that the annexation of Santo Do- 
mingo to the United States will be at- 
tempted. 

It is said that the annexation of Santo 
Domingo would be a small price for the 


United States to pay to prevent Ger- 
many from acquiring a naval base at 
the very mouth of the canal.

SECRETARY LONG’S TRIBUTE TO 
IT IN BOSTON. 


Splendid Record Due to Complete- 
ness of System and Competency 
of Personnel. 


A LESSON TO CIVILIZATION. 


IT’S INCREASE SHOULD BE COM- 
MENSURATE WITH NEED. 


Country’s Military Arm Must Be 
Kept Subservient to the 
Educational and 


Industrial. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

BOSTON, Oct. 26.—Secretary of the 
Navy Long received a genuine New 
England welcome at Music Hal! to- 
night on the occasion of the annual 
dinner of the Republican Club of Mas- 
sachusetts. Secretary Long was the 
principal speaker. When he rose he 
received a tremendous ovation. He 
said: 

“My experience in the Cabinet has 
confirmed the impression that I have 
long cherished that a Cabinet officer, 
with or without a vote, should have a 
place on the floor of Congress, where 
he shall be subject to question in all 
matters of his administration, and have 
the opportunity to present in person 
the needs and demands of his branch 
of the public service. So might he 
best get larger growth. 

“The almost entire freedom of the 
navy during the war, from loss of life 
or sickness or disease, and from even 
ordinary casualties, is the best evidence 
of the thoroughness of its preparation, 
the intelligence of its direction and the 
skill, efficiency and thorough training 
of its officers and men. Let me bear 


) my testimony that all this has been the 


work of the navy itself, and not of any 
man at its head; of the completeness 
of its system and the competency of 
its personnel. Of its professional spirit 
I cannot speak too highly. The com- 
mandant at the yard, the chief in the 
bureau, and no less the grades every 
one of them, below these. Line and 
staff, superior and subordinate have all 
worked with matchless fidelity «ad 
ability and in harmonious coéperation, 
and deserve equal honor. 

“The glory of the navy and the glory 
of the war, which it shares with the 
army, is not, however, in battle alone: 
or rather it is not in the brutal elements 
of battle. It is rather in the fine in- 
stinct, the heroic courage, the splen- 
did devotion, the intense patriotism 
which nerve men to endure what oth- 
erwise were unpardonable horrors of 
armed conflict, for the sake of the cause 
for which the battles are fought. 

“The war through which we have 
just passed was not waged for the ex- 
ultation of victory. It was for the un- 
loosening of the yoke of bondage, the 
elevation of an oppressed people, the 
divine visitation of the coming century. 
It was a revelation to the Spanish 
prisoners when they found themselves 
received in the encampment, rather 
than prison, at Portsmouth. with Chris- 
tian kindness, their wounds bound up 
and every want provided for. The les- 
son has not been lost on the civilization 
of the time, when Cervera, returning 
to his seat in the Snanish Senate, pro- 
claims the humanity of Americans, and 
suggests to Spain that she benefit by 
our example, awaken from her bondage 
to old limitations, and follow the lead 
of American enterprise and American 
institutions. 

“If I may say one more word con- 
cerning the navy, I agree with the evi- 
dent proposition that with the exten- 
sion of our territory the new duties 
that are on us .,and the now enlarged 
importance of our sea power, the in- 
crease in our naval force should go on. 
But I am not one of those who would 
have it extravagantly expanded, and I 
prefer a reasonable increase ccm- 
mensurate with the increased need. Too 
rapid a development will surely lead 
to a reaction in the popular mind. and 
a tendency to the extreme, as happened 
after the war of the Union Nor must 
we forget the increase of the army 
and navy is necessarily attended with 
& great increase in expenditure, there- 
fore its taxation; and in the zeal of 
the present moment, we may stand on 
the old fundamental principle that un- 
der no circumstances that should this 
be a country where the military arm is 
a burden instead of a defense, and the 
military arm must be subservient by 
long interval to the educational and 
industrial. 

“If ever there was a man who loved 
his country, a servant of the public 
whose purpose was to do his duty, and 
who was guided by a prayerful sense 
of accountability to God and fellow 
man, it is President McKinley. For two 
years I have sat at the Cabinet table, 
and I can recall not one instance when 
in the discussion there was any ques- 
tion, one word has been uttered with 
regard to its effect or bearing on the 
personal or political futures of the 
President nor any member of his Cab- 
inet. or of the party of which he was 
the choice two years ago, as today he 
is the choice of all the people.” 

Senator Wolcott and Senator Lodge 
also spoke.

| CHAOS AND TURMOIL. 


UNCERTAIN WORK OF THE DEMO. 
CRATIC CONVENTION'S FINALE, 


Henry Riley’s Candidacy for First 
Ward Councilman Ratified—Col- 
lette Will Remain in the Race 
and Endeavor to Ferce Riley 
Out. | 


There was naught but chaos and un- 
certainty at the session of the pro- 
tracted Democratic City Convention 
last night at Turner Hall. Scarcely 
more than a third of the delegates were 
present, and many of these had the 
haranguing habit in such an advanced 
stage that work which might have been 
amicably disposed of in fifteen minutes 
required an hour and a half to settle, 
and then left many disgruntled. 

The verbal battle started when the 
ratification of the Populist nomination 
of Henry Riley for Councilman from 
the First Ward was announced. His 
candidacy was subsequently adopted, 
but if Mr. Riley has half as hard a 
time winning votes for election day 
as he had last night in getting this 
Democratic ratification it is probable 
that he will not sit as Councilman from 
the First Ward this coming term. 
Riley had many friends in that conven- 
tion, and enemies galore, and the ene- 
mies had better*lungs for yelling than 
the friends. The mention of his name— 
not so much that it was Riley, as that 
he was a Populist—occasioned a wild 
pandemonium. 

And Mr. Riley’s labors in his own 
behalf are far from finished. The fact 
that he is the genuine fusion candidate 
for the office he aspires to is only the 
beginning of his struggle. The Demo- 
cratic delegates from the First Ward 
merely gave their consent, or, rather, 
they were indifferent and did not vote 
in the final issue. They have ulterior 
motives by which they hope to effect 
the desired end without compromising 
themselves. The “card up their sleeve,” 
elucidated, is this: L. P. Collette, 
whom they settled on as Councilman 
from the First Ward, will enter the field 
as an independent candidate. It will 
be his aim to prove to Mr. Riley, be- 
fore election day, that it is policy for 
Mr. Riley to withdraw as he has no 
chance to win. This accomplished, Mr. 
Collette figures that he can then get 
the undivided support of the fusion 
parties, and that is why Collette’s 
friends did not vote against the ratifi- 
cation of Riley, while, at the same time, 
not voting for it. 

The convention was called to order 
three-quarters of an hour after the ap- 
pointed time. It opened in turmoil and 
adjourned sine die in the same condi- 
tion, after Chairman Trask had about 
worn out the handle of his walking 
came pounding for attention. Every- 


ing the chairman had made, explaining 
that if he said the ayes had it they 
desired an Avpeal from his decision. 
The irrepresstble Adolph Ramish made 
lis second speech of the evening at this 
juncture, and his remarks were 
apropos, ‘for they were pacificatory. 
Tom Savage, the ex-Councilman from 
the Eighth Ward, followed Ramish, but 
he spoke about himself, amid the plau- 
dits of the delegates and the rappings 
for order of the chairman. ; 

It was again moved to adjourn, there 
being a desire on the part of many to 
leave the Riley matter in abeyance. 
The motion was voted down. about 
seventy-five spectators, however, as- 
sisting those voting in the negative. A 
motion to reconsider was made, and 
then Frank W. Allender spoke in favor 
of letting the Populists the 
Councilman from the First Ward, as 
provided by the Fusion Committee's 
report. In the course of the meeting Al- 
“lender made three speeches, accom- 
panied by powerful physical gesticula- 
tions. 

Le Compte Davis, who seems to have 
Collette’s fight in hand, spoke in favor 
of leaving the question open for a few 
days, and letting the Democratic and 
Populistic delegations from the First 
Ward trv to adjust the matter, the 
chairman meanwhile to adjourn the 
convention to meet again at his call. 

Here followed a motion not to recon- 
sider the ratification of Riley, and 
after several trials the result was fav- 
orable to the Populist candidate. Col- 
lette’s friends did not vote. All the vot- 
ing in this connection was done in such 
a way. and the motions were so nu- 
merous and varied as to leave a doubt 
what was really done. The whole affair 
was muddled and mixed up, but the 
delegates seemed to take it for granted 
that Riley’s nomination was ratified. 

Tony Schwam told the convention 
that Collette wanted Riley to be rat- 
ified, as that seemed the only feasible 
solution of the difference, but Collette 
would remain in the race and endeavor 
to effect the withdrawal of Riley.

LET BARLOW EXPLAIN. | 


WHY DID HE BETRAY THE FRUIT- 
GROWERS’ INTERESTS? 


Falsity of His Pretense That He 
Sought to Protect the liorticul- 
turists of his District—Emphatic 
Resolutions Denouncing His Bill. 


Reference was made a few days ago 
in the columns of The Times to the 
attitude Charles A. Barlow assumed 
against the fruit-growers of this dis- 
trict, and of the country generally, in 
his efforts to procure the passage of @ 
bill purporting to regulate the inspec- 
tion and quarantine of fruit trees im- 


ported from foreign countries, and 
which bill, in fact, if it had become a 
law, would have permitted the im- 


portation of fruit trees without inspec- 
tion by authorities in the United 
States, thus leaving the fruit-growers 
of this country at th® mercy of un- 
scrupulous importers energetic 
transportation companies. 

As was stated before, a bill was pre- 
pared by the comvention of hvrticul- 
turists with reference to regulating the 
inspeciion and disinfection of all plants 
and trees entering the United States, 
such inspection to be performed at the 
port of emtry, and in a manner pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture. This inspection was to be done 
at the expense of the importer. This 
bill was introduced in the United States 
Senate. Another bill was prepared 
through the efforts of tree importers 
and nurserymen, and was introduced im 
the House of Representatives. After 
some amendments this bill became 
what is known as the “Barlow Bill,’ 
H. R. 6894. The importers were ap- 
parently alarmed at the possibility of 
the Senate bill just mentioned becoming 
a law. 

At the convention of fruit-growers 
held in Los Angeles in April, 1898, 
this so-called ‘‘Barlow Bill” was thor- 
oughly discussed, both pro and con, 
Mr. Wardell, the private secretary of 
Charles A. Barlow, appearing before 
the convention. He worked very hard 
to get the convention to give the bill 
an indorsement, Alexander Craw, 
quarantine officer of the State Board of 
Horticulture of California, read an es- 
Say on the subject of mational horticul- 
tural quarantine, and reviewed the 
provisions of the Barlow Bill, amd 
showed conclusively that it was a ‘dan- 
gerous piece of legislation, and was 
against the interests of the fruit- 
growers. In this paper Mr. Craw 
stated, among other thimgs, as follows: 
“This bill (the Barlow Bill,) as pre- 
sented, decidedly favors tree importers, 
against the horticultural interests, and 
with my experience in such matters 
I believe such a measure should be de- 
feated, for I doubt if it can be 
amended.” After a full consideration

JESSE JAMES’S TRIAL. 


Judge Wofford Sworn Off the Bench. 
Prejudice Alleged. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

KANSAS CITY (Mo.,) Oct. 26.—The 
trial of Jesse James, son of the noted 
outlaw, for complicity in the Missouri 
Pacific train-robbery at Leeds on Sep- 
tember 26 last, was called in the Crim- 
inal Court here today. Prominent law- 
yers, Finis S. Farr and R. L. Yeager, 
his attorneys, swore Judge John D. 
Wofford off the bench, aileging preju- 
dice, thus necessitating a postpone- 
ment. 

Judge Wofford promptly called in 
Judge Shackleford of Booneville, and 
set the case for next Monday. A for- 
midable array of witnesses have been 
summoned and a battle royal is ex- 
pected. 

The case of young James, who, up to 
the time of his arrest for alleged com- 
plicity in the robbery had borne an 
excellent reputation, has excited great 
interest, and many of the best men in 
the city have come out in his defense. 
Chief of Police Hayes, on the other 
hand, declares that he has evidence 


sufficient to convict James. Frank

cused, and brother of the famed Jesse 
James, is in the city, to attend the trial.

THE TARIFF AN ISSUE. 

While it is true that the tariff ques- 
tion has not been prominently put 
forward as an issue in the pending 
campaign, it is none the less an issue 
of the hour, and a very important is- 
sue. The Congress elections in Cali- 
fornia and other States will determine 
the political complexion of the next 
House of Representatives. If by any 
mischance a strong anti-Republican 
majority of Representatives should be 
elected, the relative strength of the 
opposing parties remaining practically 
unchanged in the Senate, an attempt 
would probably be made to revise the 
tariff along free-trade lines before the 
election of another House. And if in 
that contingency the anti-Republican 
strengthi in the Senate should be in- 
creased to working proportions, tue 
enemies of protection would certainly 
proceed to tinker the tariff at the 
first opportunity, though of course 
they could not pass a free-trade meas- 
ure while William McKinley remains 
President of the United States. 


It is not at all probable that the 
Republicans will lose control of the 
House of Representatives, and they 
are in a fair way to increase their 
present strong majority. They will 
do well, however, if they barely hold 
their own. It is the almost invariable 


ule that the party which is victorious 


at a Presidential election loses some 
ground at the Congress elections two 
years later. The disappointments of 
office-seekers and the proverbial 
apathy of voters in “off-years” are re- 
sponsible in large part for this reac- 
tion. But this year the case ought, 
in all conscience, to be different. The 
voters of the nation, without regard 
to party, should have the good sense 
to put an effective veto upon any fur- 
ther attempts to tamper with the 
tariff. They could do this by defeat- 
ing every candidate for Congress who 
stands upon a free-trade platform. 
But our opponents are making a 
strong fight, upon other issues than 
those of the tariff, for the control of 
the next House. We must meet them 
all along the line, on their own 
ground, but we must not lose sight 
of the fact that the tariff is still a 
vital issue. 
_ The people of California, and espe- 
cially those of Southern California, 
should need no further object-lessons 
than those which they have received 
within the past few months, to con- 
vince them of the benefits of a pro- 
tective tariff to their great staple 
industries. And what is true of Cali- 
fornia is also true of nearly all sec- 
tions of the country. The benefits of 
the change from the Wilson law to 
the Dingley law are so apparent that 
mo person of ordinary intelligence and 
horse sense will venture to deny 
them. But no Republican voter 
should forget that in voting for the 
candidates of his party, whether for 
Congress or for the State Legislature, 
he is voting for thesmaintenance of 
the protective tariff, as well as for 
the upholding of all other Republican 
measures and policies in the admin- 
istration of the national government. 
In view of the proverbial apathy 
of voters in the campaigns between 
Presidential elections, every earnest 
Republican voter should make it his 
duty to go to the polls and vote on 
the 8th of November next. Our op- 
ponents are extremely active and 
will put forth every possible effort 
between now and election day to 
@ecure victory for their polyglot 
platforms and their candidates of 
mixed principles. Republican success 
can be purchased, therefore, only at 
the cost of hard work on the part of 
Republicans before election day, and 
@ prompt performance of the duties of 
citizenship on that day.

UNGRATEFUL INSURGENTS. 

Even the most pronounced jingos 
may see a lesson and a warning 1n 
the condition of affairs now prevail- 
ing both in Cuba and the Philippine 
Islands. In both countries the in- 
surgents appear to be almost devoid 
of gratitude to the nation which has 
done so much to free them from the 
yoke of Spain. In Cuba many of 
them assume a haughty and dic- 
tatorial air, which would be amusing 
if it were not disgusting, while in 
the Philippine Islands, recent advices 
go to show that there is serious dan- 
ger from the natives, whom their 
leaders find it difficult to hold in 
check, even when they are so inclined. 

The attitude assumed by these peo- 
ple, at so early a stage of the game, 
will have the effect of inducing many 
to believe that Spain was not alto- 
gether so entirely in the wrong us 
has been generally supposed, or, at 
least, that there were mitigating cir- 
cumstances which should be placed to 
her credit. 

The ungrateful and unreasonable 
conduct of these natives gives us 
some idea of the difficulties that we 
may expect to encounter, should we 
decide to assume the task of ruling 
about 10,000,000 of these semi-civil- 
ized people, at a distance of thou- 
sands of miles from the United States.

LUXURIOUS TRANSATLANTIC STEAM- 
SHIPS. 


Improvements are continuously be- 
ing made in the transatlantic passen- 
ger service, so that a trip to Europe 
is becoming more and more like a 
brief picnic excursion. 

For many years the honors among 
the first-class passenger steamers sail- 
ing from New York, were pretty 
evenly divided between tha Cunard, 
Inman and White Sar lines “First 
one of them would take the lead with 
an exceptionally fast and luxurious 
boat, then another would “see” that 
improvement and go the company one 
better, until the transatlantic steam- 
ships have become veritable palaces. 
During the past few years a leading 
place among the transatlantic lines 
has been taken by a German com- 
pany, the Hamburg-American line. I[t 
is announced that this company fs 
now building five new vessels for its 
American fleet, one of which, the 
Deutschland, is expected to be the 
fastest passenger steamship in the 
world. She is to be built to go twen- 
ty-four knots, which will materially 
decrease the time between here and 
Europe. Her plans call for a vessel 
687 feet long, 67 feet beam, and 465 
feet depth of hold. She will be 16,000 
tons and her engines will have 34,000 
horse power. 

Many special features will be intro- 
duced in the construction of the new 
ships. One novelty will be a grill- 
room on the promenade deck, where 
there will be a force of cooks and at- 
tendants. It will have an open grate 
fire, and everything desired will be 
cooked and served in the room. An- 
other feature will be a gymnasium, 
where the men passengers will have 
an opportunity to get plenty of mus- 
cular exercise while crossing the At- 
lantic. There will also be a special 
playroom for the children, where 
there will be all conveniences for 
them to enjoy themselves. 

If the Pilgrim Fathers, who came 
over in the Mayflower, could return 
to life, few things would surprise 
them more than the improvements 
that have been made in transporting 
passengers across the Atlantic.

FOR GOOD ROADS. 

By a resolution adopted at the ad- 
journed meeting of the Caiifornia 
Good Roads League, held in San Fran- 
cisco, October 8, 1898, it was unani- 
mously decided to support, and wo 
urge the Legislature to pass, certain 
measures designed to promote the 
building of good roads in this State. 
One of these measures, which will be 
introduced early in the legislative 
session, is entitled, ‘An Act to Classify 
the Roads in the State of California, 
and to Define Each Class.” It pro- 
vides that the roads within the State 
shall hereafter be divided into three 
classes; the first class to include all 
highways designated as State high- 
ways; the second class to include 
all highways designated as county 
thoroughfares, and the third class to 
include all highways designated as 
district roads. The construction of 
roads of the frst or the second class, 
in nearly all the counties of the State, 
is provided for. 

One of these projected highways is 
to begin on the State line between 
California and Oregon, and to extend 
southerly, along the best grades and 
alignments, through the counties of 
Siskiyou, Shasta, Tehama, Butte, 
Yuba, Sutter, Sacramento, San Joa- 
quin, Stanislaus, Merced, Madera, 
Fresno, Tulare, Kern, Los Angeles, 
Orange, and San Diego, to Tia Junta, 
in the last-named county. Another is 
to extend from San Francisco to Los 
Angeles, through the counties of San 
Mateo, Santa Clara, San Benito, Mon- 
terey, San Luis Obispo, Santa Bar- 
bara, Ventura, and Los Angeles. An- 
other is to extend easterly from Los 
Angeles, through the counties of Los 
Angesles and San Bernardino, to the 
city of San Bernardino, thence south- 
westerly through the counties of San 
Bernardino, Riverside, and Orange, to 
the city of Santa Ana, in Orange 
county. Many other highways of the 
first and of the second class are pro- 
vided for in the bill, covering all 
portions of the State fairly well from 


north to south, and from east to/. 


west. Southern California is not so 
liberally provided for as could be de- 
sired, and some amendments giving 
us a few more roads, will be in order 
when the bill comes up for discussion 
in the Legislature.

highly meritorious, and if enacted 
into law will result in the construc- 
tion of a road system which will be a 
credit to the State of California, and 
which will be of vastly greater value 
to the people of the State than fs 
measured by the initial cost of con- 
struction. 

If a practical plan of road’ construe-' 
tion can be put into operation in Cal-’ 
ifornia, the benefits which will flow 
from it will be so obvious and ‘sub- 
stantial that the good work will not 
be. permitted to stop until every 
county in the State has been pro- 
vided with a complete system of 
first-class highways reaching all im- 
portant localities. 

The board of directors of the Cali- 
fornia Good-Roads League also in- 
dorsed the draft of a bill to provide 
for “the acceptance of highways of 
the first class by the State, and the 
maintenance of the same and to make 
an appropriation therefor’—a supple- 
mental measure, necessary to make 
the other effective. The maintenance 
of good roads, after they have been 
constructed, is essential as tne 
initial work of construction, if the 
best interests of the public are to be 
subserved. But if the roads are prop- 
erly built, the actual cost of mainte- 
nance will be comparatively light, and 
will be a scarcely appreciable burden 
upon the taxpayers. 

It is well that this subject of good 
roads is to be brought before the Leg- 
islature early in the forthcoming ses- 
sion. It is a subject of the greatest 
importance, and it must be treated in 
a manner commensurate with its im- 
portance. We have had no end of 
talk about good roads. It is time 
now for action. The Legislature will 
make a serious blunder if it fails to 
set in operation the machinery of new 
legislation, such as is necessary to 
the construction of am adequate sys- 
tem of first-class highways through- 
out the State. Such a system is one 
of the pressing needs of the time; and 
unless something is done to supply 
this need in the immediate future, 
the voters of California who believe 
in and demand good roads will be 
heard from in a@ manner which wil] 
leave no doubt as to their wishes, 
demands, and intentions.

Water Raw or Boiled? 

HARVARD MEDICAL, Los Angeles: 
A passenger of intellectual appearance 
was holding forth on a local train upon 
the outrage done one of our soldier 
boys in Manila because he was put in 
the guardhouse for getting a drink of 
unboiled water at night, in disobedience 
of orders. The passenger promised to 
preserve the boy’s published letter as a 
proof of tyranny and declared, in view 
of such facts, that in future Uncle Sam 
will wait for volunteers. This incident 
would be unworthy of record if the in- 
dividual voiced the openion of a small 
class—unfortunately he represents a 
multitude. Medical men know that if 
bolled water had been used exclusively 
in the military camps typhoid fever 
would have been absent, and other germ 
diseases would have been largely elimi- 
nated. The command against unboiled 
water was a commond against poison, 
as the camps were located and con- 
ducted. Before Santiago no attempt 
was made to provide suitable 
drink, the medical advice to de- 
stroy habitations was likewise disre- 
garded. The results speak for them- 
selves. Contrast the present sanitary 
regeneration under Gen. Wood. Locally 
each autumn brings considerable ty- 
phoid. Vacationists drink from inno- 
cent looking t&anks containing organic 
matter which has settled too low to be 
drained through faucets, or they quench 
their thirst at some shallow country 
well. The piped supply of most subure- 
ban resorts is good, as proven by the 
health of permanent residents. The les- 
son is this: Beware of chance drinks 
and imbibe no unboiled water in local- 
ities where typhoid and other fevers are 
prevalent.

Hughes, Master of Pentalpha Lodge. 

The floral decorations were very 
beautiful. There were set pieces from 
Pentalpha Lodge, Signet Chapters, Los 
Angeles Commandery, Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen. Ladies’ Ayxiliary 
Committee of Railroad Engineers, Mas- 
ter Mechanics French of Sumner, the 
train crew of the Santa Barbara line, 
teachers of the High School, and the 
High School scholars in Miss Daivs’s 
room, There was also a great profusion 
of flowers from friends in this city, 
San Fernando, Saugus, Ventura and 
Santa Barbara.

GOOD ROADS. 


THE LEAGUE’S PROPOSED PLAN TO 
SECURE THEM. 


i 


Department of Highways to Be Cre- 
ated—The State to Maintain the 
Main Thoroughfares — Features 
of the Road Bill. 


The Board of Trade has received 
from the California Goodroads League, 
San Francisco, copies of the bills pre- 
pared by that organization to be pre- 
sented to the next Legislature. 

The first is ‘“‘An Act to classify the 
roads in the State of California, and 
define each class.’”’ 

Section 1 provides: “That the roads 
within the limits of the State of Cali- 
fornia, shall hereafter be classified into 
three classes, as follows: First 
class, to include all highways desig- 
nated as State highways. 

“The second class to include all high- 
ways designated as county thorough- 
fares.”’ 

“The third class to include all high- 
ways designated as district roads.” 

Section 2 provides that: “The fol- 
lowing roads, when definitely located 
by the Department of Highways are 
hereby declared to belong to the first 
class.’’ Then follow 28 paragraphs, 
each defining the route to be taken by 
28 proposed separate highways extend- 
ing through the State of California, or 
certain of its counties, 

Paragraph 1, proposes: “A highway 
commencing on the State line between 
the State of California and the State 
of Oregon, at or near the point where 
said State line is intersected by the 
road from Yreka, California, to Ash- 
land, Oregon, and extending thence 
suucneriy aiong the best grades and 
alignments through the counties of 
Siskiyou, Shasta, Tehama, Butte, Yuba, 
Sutter, Sacramento, San Joaquin, Stan- 
islaus, Merced, Madera, Fresno, Tulare, 
Kern, Los Angeles, Orange, and San 
Diego, to Tia Juana, in the last-named 
county.” 

Paragraph 8 proposes: “A highway, 
commencing in the City and County 
of San Francisco, and extending thence 
southeasterly on the best grades and 
alignments, through the counties of San 
Mateo, Santa Clara, San Benito, Mon- 
terey, San Luis Obispo, Santa Barbara, 
Ventura, and Los Angeles, to the city 
of Los Angeles.”: 

Parapragh 22 proposes: “A high- 
way, commencing at the city of Los 
Angeles, and extending thence easterly, 
on the best grades and alignments, 
through the counties of Los Angeles 
and San Bernardino, to the city. of San 
Bernardino; thence southwesterly, on 
the best grades and alignments, 
through the counties of San Bernar- 
dino, Riverside and Orange, tg the city 
of Santa Ana, in Orange county.” 

Section 3 providesthat: ‘The rvads 
of the second class, or county thor- 
oughfares, shall be the most important 
roads in each county, as set apart, 
and so declared by the Boards of Su- 
pervisors of the several counties, in 
discharging which duty they may call 
upon the Department of Highways, in 
writing, for such adwice and counsel 
_ said Boards of Supervisors may de- 
sire.”’ 

Section 4 provides: ‘The roads of 
the third class, or district roads, shall 
embrace all existing county roads now 
recognized and set apart by law and 
not enumerated and classified in sec- 
tions two and three of this Act as 
State highways or county thorough- 
fares, together with such additional 


roads as may be laid out, in accordance’ 


with the laws of the State of Califor- 
nia, by the Boards of Supervisors of 
the several counties.” 

The second bill is “An Act to provide 
for the acceptance of highways of the 
first class by the State and the main- 
tenance of the same and to make an 
appropriation therefor.”’ 

Section 1 provides that: ‘Whenever 
five (5) or more miles of a highway of 
the first class, as defined in an act en- 
titled ‘An Act to classify the roads of 
the State of California, and to define 
each class,’ shall have been located 
and constructed within the limits of 
any county in conformity with plans 
and svecifiestion~ ennroved by the De- 
PZhways, the Board of 
Supervisois county may peti- 
tion the Department of Highways to 
accept the said portion of road and to 
maintain the same.”’ 

Section 2 provides that: “Said de- 
partment shall thereupon examine said 
road and certify to the Gowernor of 
the State whether or no such location 
and construction has been in conforin- 
ity with the plans and specifications 
therefor, and if in its opinion said road 
should be accepted. Should such opin- 
ion be favorable and meet the ap- 
proval of the Governor, such road must 
then be accepted by the department in 
the name of the State and shall thereaf- 
ter be maintained by the Department 
of Highways as provided by law.” 

Section 3 provides that: “An appro- 
priation of $100,000 or so much thereof 
as may be necessary is hereby made 
for the purposes of carrying out the 
provisions of this Act during the fiscal 
year 1899-1900; said fund to he desig- 
nated as the State Highway Mainte- 
nance Fund.” 

Section 5 provides that: “The De- 
partment of Highways is hereby au- 
thorized to advertise for bids in two 
newspapers in the county in which the 
road is situated, for contracts to sprin- 
kle, roll and maintain such State high- 
Ways as may be acepted under the 
provisions of this act, and for the nec- 
essary appliances and machinery for 
said work. They have the power to 
reject any and all bids and order the 
work done by day’a@labor for an amount 
less than e lowest responsible bid, 
and the commissioners are responsible 
on their bond that the work will be 
done.”

PROSECUTION BEGUN. 


TEST OF THE LEGALITY OF THE 
OIL-WELL ORDINANCE, 


Complaints Issued Against Two 
Well-borers—Fire Department to 
Receive Money -from the State. 
Firemen on  Trial—Arbitrators 
Perfect Organization. 


The test of ths legality of the city 
ordinance whick prohibits boring for 
oil within 1600 ‘eet of a public park 
has reached the yourts, and before it 
is finally decid#3 it may reach the 
court of last ress:t in this State. That 
such 2 test war to be made was an- 
nounced weeks +0, when it was stated 
that it was the intention of the oil 
men to delibergfelv violate the ordi- 
nance in order that the matter could 
be settlef once and for all in the 
courts The announcement that such 
was their intention was denied by the 
De Groot outfit, but it subsequently de- 
veloped that their denial was but an 
effart to gain time to prosecute. the 
work and get it under way without in- 
terference. A derrick was erected on 
a lot weil within 1600 feet of Westlake 
Park, and for some time the work of 
drilling there has been in progress. As 
soon as the drill struck the earth, the 
representatives of the Westlake Im- 
provement and Protective Association, 
an organization formed for the purpose 
of protecting the park district frem 
the inroads made upon it by the of: in- 
terests, began the collection of evi- 
dence upon which to base a criminal 
prosecution against those who were en- 
gaged in the work. Men were sent to 
the site of the new well, and an effort 
Was made to engage the workmen in 
conversation as to their intentions, but 
these men had been ordered not to talk, 
and little evidence except that the weil 
was being bored was obtainable. It 
was impossible to positively determine 
what company was boring there, but it 
Was generally undérstood that the Rex 
Oll Company was doing the work for 
an association of the oil men, of which 
De Groot was one of the leading fac- 


tors. 

After collecting such evidence as they 
could, the members of the association 
decided to proceed at once, and yester- 
day morning a committee composed of 
some of the best-known citizens of the 
Westlake district called at the office of 
the City Attorney and asked that a 
complaint be issued against two of the 
men who were engaged in the work at 
the well. The delegation was com- 
oy of Messrs. Jenkins, Pratt, Hola- 

ird and Coyne, and was accompanied 
by three leading attorneys, Judge Mil- 
ae R. L. Horton and H. J. Stevens. 

ey addressed their request for a 
complaint to Assistant City Attorney 
Thomas, but the latter was doubtful of 
a advisability of such action at this 


e. 
THE COMPLAINT ISSUED. 

The matter was discussed at length, 
Mr, Thomas being of the opinion that 
the prosecution of the men engaged in. 
\ the work was premature. The mem<, 


bers of the delegation, however, in- 
sisted upon the issuance of the com- 
plaint, and Mr. Thomas made it out. 
It charges J. W. Skelton and Bert Cul- 
ver with having violated the ordinance 
prohibiting the drilling of oil wells 
Within 1600 feet of a public park, and 
recites that on the blank day of Octo- 
ber the accused were engaged in such 
oil-well drilling. The complaint was 
sworn to by J. P. Coyne, who had wit- 
nessed the work at the well. Taking 
the complaint, the committee departed, 
Stating that it was their intention to 
file it with Justice Owens, because he 
is out of politics, not being a candi- 
date for re@lection. Whether the war- 
rants for the arrest of the men named 
in the complaint was issued yesterday 
could not be learned, but the warrant 
will doubtless be served today, and 
the men arrested. It is not so much 
the desire of the association that these 
two workmen be punished as that the 
case reach the courts at an early date, 
so that the question of the validity of 
the ordinance can be passed upon. If 
the men are arrested today they will 
be admitted to bail, and the case will 
be set for trial as soon as possible. 
THE POINTS INVOLVED. 
There is a difference 9° opinion as to 
whether the present action of the ac- 
cused men constitutes a violation of 
the ordinance. It is certain and van 
be proved that they have been boring 
Within the 1600-foot limit, but some 
attorneys are of the opinion that until 
Oil is struck by the drill the well can- 
not be considered an oil well, and 
therefore until they strike oil there has 
been no violation of the ordinance. On 
the other hand the attorneys interested 
in the prosecution contend that the in- 
tent must govern in the case end that 
in a8 much as the men are drilling for 


oil, they are drilling an oi! well within 
the meaning of the ordinance. Just 
What the defense will be can not be 


stated. of course, until the prosecution 
has presented its case. Some time «go 
De Groot and his henchmen 9 iwoldiy 
stated that they were drilling for oil 
with the view to testing the law, but 
later these same persons changed tieir 
tuur and stated that they were on'y 
drilling for water. Monday afternoon 
one of the officers of the Rex Oil (:m- 
pany called at the office of the City At- 
torney and inquired of Assistant Cty 
Attorney Thomas what the «ity in- 
tended to do about the matter. He 
stated he had been informed thut the 
city was about to enjoin the company 
from boring in the lot on which the 


derrick has been erected. He did mut 
get much satisfaction froin Mr. 
Thomas, who declined to stare just 


What action was contemplated. Yi-e 
officer then stated that there vas not 
the slightest truth in the ‘statement 
that the well was being drilled for wa- 
ter, and asserted positively thet it was 
oil that was desired, and that the well! 
was not a water well. This statement 
may become important evidence in the 
case before it is finished. 

The Westlake Improvement and Pro- 
tective Association will fight the mat- 
ter through the courts. If the defense 
of the accused men is upon a question 
of law and the decision is against the 
association, the case will be appealed 
by the organization. If the prosecu- 
tion is beaten on a question cf fact. 
that is on the point whether it is an 
oil well until oil is reached, the asev- 
ciation will have to wait until the well 
is completed and then institute an- 
other case. 


FIREMEN CN THE CARPET. 


Two of Them Answer to Charges. 
Windfall from the State. 
Two members of the fire department 
were before the Board of Fire Commis: 
sioners yesterdzy morning in answer to 
charges preferred against them hy 
Chief Moore. Their offenses were not 
serious, but considerable time was 
consumed in deciding the cases. Charles 
Jenkins, driver of the No. 3 chemical 
engine, was charged with a violation of 
rule No. 2, which requires all perma- 
nent fireman to be fully attired in their 
uniforms before 10 a.m. each day. This 
rule is intended to secure neatness of 
appearance among the men, and its 
rigid enforcement is something new, 
for it is said to be frequently violated. 
It is a rule, however, and Jenkins vio- 
lated it recently. It appeared from the 
evidence that Jenkins had been ordered 
to attend the funeral of the late Wil- 
liam Brodrick, several members of the 
department having been detailed to 0 
to that funeral. Of course it was ex- 
pected that they would attend in full 
uniform, but Jenkins appeared there 
wearing black trousers instead of the 
regulation blue. This was, of course, 
a violation of rule 2, and for it the 
Chief preferred charges against him be- 

fore the board of commissioners. 

When Jenkins appeared yesterday he 
gave a reasonable explanation of his 
actions. He did not deny that he had 
violated the rule, but stated that the 
night before there had been a fire in 
his district, and he had worked at it 
until about 2 o’clock in the morning. 
When he arose the next morning he 
found that his uniform trousers were 
badly soiled and were still wet. As he 
had no others than the black pair, he 
wore those to the funeral. The com- 
missioners were not disposed to punish 
Jenkins under the circumstances, but 
as he had violated a-+rule, he was or- 
dered reprimanded. 

Fred Nessler, engineer of the No. & 
engine, was the other defendant before 
the board. The charges against him 
were more serious than those against 
Jenkins. He was accused of violation 
of rule 25, which makes the engineer 
responsible for the condition of the ap- 
paratus in the engine-house at which 
he is stationed, and particularly speci- 
fies that he shall have charge of the 
water heater. At the No. 8 engine- 
house several days ago, the water 
heater, which keeps the water in the 
engine constantly hot, was burned out. 
Some member of the company had 
failed to fill it with water before re- 
tiring and the heater was temporarily 
rendered useless. Nessler was, of 
course, responsible for this, for a!- 
though he may not have known about 
the failure to fill the heater, the rules 
make it his duty to look after such 
matters. Several witnesses were ex- 
amined, and there was an effort to 
shift the responsibility, but the cam- 
missioners held the engineer respon- 
a and assessed a fine of $3 against 

m. 

NOT A COLLECTION AGENCY. 

Through Attorney Reymert, M. L. 
Hansen presented a claim for $20 
against Jack Springer, a member of 
the No. 3 engine company. “The at- 
torney represented that the amount 
was due on account of rent of a house 
on New High street, and in the writ- 
ten statement filed by him it was asked 
that Springer be either forced to pay 
the money or be dismissed. The at- 
torney happened to refer to the fact 
that before appealing to the commis- 
sion for the collection of the debt a 
suit had been filed against Springer 
and a judgment secured. The $30 there- 
fore represented not only the amount of 
the rent, but a large part of it was costs 
of the suit. The attorney was informed 
that the commission was not a collec- 
tion agency, and while it tried to make 
the firemen pay their just debts, they 
were not disposed to assist in the col- 
lection of court costs and attorney fees, 
and there was a strong intimation that 
the services of an attorney in such 
cases was neither necessary nor de- 
sired. It was stated that if Mr. Han- 
sen: presented his claim against the 
fireman in person, the commission 
would consider the collection for him 
of the amount alleged to be due as 
rent. As it was, no action was taken in 
the matter. 


WINDFALL FROM THE STATE. 
A long communication of great im- 


‘portance to the fire department from 


State Insurance Commissioner Andrew 
J. Clunie was. presented by Chief 
Moore. It was a notification that the 


commissioner has on hand ready to 
distribute to the fire departments of 
this county the sum of $2561.65, and of 
that amount the city of Los Angeles 
will, of course, receive the greater por- 
tion. The letter announcing that the 
money Was available was addressed to 
Chief Moore, and tha, portion of it 
which explains how the money was ob- 
tained follows: 

“In 1885 a law was enacted in this 
State entitled ‘an act to require pay- 
ment of certain premiums to the coun- 
ties and cities and counties by the 
insurance companies not organized un- 
der the laws of the State of Califor- 
nia, but doing business therein, and 
providing for the distribution of such 
premiums.’ Shortly after the pas- 
sage of this law, for the purpose of de- 
termining its validity, a test case was 
arranged between the city and county 
ef San Francisco, and one of the com- 
panies affected by it. The case was 
tried before the Superior Court at 
San Francisco, and a decision ren- 
dered against the company in favor of 
the city, sustaining the law. Subse- 
quently an appeal from this judg- 
ment was taken, and -the Supreme 
Court reversed the judgment of the 
lower court, and held the act of 1885 to 
be unconstitutional, for the reason that 
it was an attempt by the Legislature 
to levy a tax for municipal purposes. 
From the time of the rendition of this 
decision until shortly after the com- 
mencement of my term of office, no 
attempt whatever was made to enforce 
this law. an examination of the de- 
cisions of the highest courts of this 
country having satisfied me of the 
power of the Legislature of this State 
to prescribe the conditions upon which 
foreign corporations should be p*r- 
mitted to do business in this State, and 
conceiving compliance with the act of 
1885 to be one of such conditions, and 
believing that this point was in- 
volved in the decision of the Supreme 
Court, I demanded of the forei@en in- 
Surance companies doing business in 
this State, that they comply therewith 
or cease the transaction of business in 
this State. As a result, these com- 
panies all instituted suits against me 
in the Federal courts, and after bit- 
terly contested and prolonged litiga- 
tion, that court, assuming the power 
Which I believe tg be a usurpation, is- 
sued an injuncifon restraining me from 
in any way inierfering with the busi- 
ness of these companies, and virtually 
assumed the entire functions of the 
wnSurance department of California in 


so far as the companies were  con- 
cerned. 
“Wholly dissatisfied with the de- 


cision, and believing the same to be 
contrary to the law of the land, I at 
once took steps looking to an agzres- 
S.ve resistance of it. At this juncture 
representat.ves of the companies af- 
fected and myself held a conference for 
the purpose otf' exchanging views and 
ascertaining if there was not some fair 
basis upon which an adjustment of ex- 
isting differences could be made. The 
companies then wholly repudiated any 
liability under the act of 1885, but in 
order to avoid further controversy and 
reéstablish feelings cf am'‘ty with this 
Ceparimment. entered into a written 
agreement whereby they agreed to make 
voluntary annual payments during each 
vear of sums equal to 1 per cent. of 
net premiums received by them from 
business transacted in this State. In 
pursuance of the agreement, payments 
have been made upon the business of 
is97. and the amount received there- 
from agizregates $30,480.90.” 

The letter continues and states tha 
out of the total amount collected, the 
portion which is to come to Dos An- 
geles county is $2561.65. The only con- 
dition upon which the payment will 
be made is that the Insurance Commis- 
sioner must be assured that the money 


will be used for the purpose of pur- 
chasing fire-extinguishing apparatus. 
Mr. Clunie suggests that the manner 


of its distribution be left to the Board 
of County Supervisors. in conjunction 
with the officials of the various fire 
departments of the county. The com- 
munication concludes with the state- 
ment that similar letters have been 
written to the other cities and towns 
in this county, which have organized 
f-e departments, and which will there- 
fore come in for a share of the money. 

The matter was referred to Chief 
Moore with instructions to confer wth 
the Supervisors as to the distribution 
of the money. It is, of course. impos- 
sible. to state now how much of the 
money will be paid to the department 
of this city. 

The weekly report of the Chief 
showed that there had heen eight fires 
Since the last meeting of the board, 
the total loss being about $6000. The 
largest fire of the week was that Sun- 
day morning on First street, between 
Main and Sprire. 

Applications for appointment as call- 
men in the department from. J. L. 
Todd. Frank H. James, H. M. Warren 
and George Elev were placed on file. 
P. B. Roy applied for permission to 
onerate a steam boiler to heat water 
for bathing purpeses in 1 barber shop 
at No. 214 West Third street. The an- 
riication was referred to the Chief. 
Similar action was taken on the apopii- 
cation of M. G. Cezar for permiss’on 
to establish’ a laundry in the Wolfs*il! 
tract on Fifth street. 

T. Wiesendanrer requested the board 
to place several sections of fire hose 
in the pumphouse on the South End 
tract at Central avenue and Fifty- 
fourth street. That secticn is being 
built up rapidly, and fire nrotection is 
to be had from a large elevated tank 
into which water is to be pumped by 
steam. The matter was referred to 
the Chief for investigation. 

J. T. Burch. who was on Tuesday 
elected a member of the police force, 
filed his resignation as a member of the 
fire department with the board. and it 
— accepted. The vacancy was not 
filled. 


TAXES FROM ALASKA. 


A Former Resident of Los Angeles 
Pays Many Times Amount Due. 

City Tax and License Collector Gish 
received vesterday a payment of city 
taxes from far-off Alaska, and the pay- 
ment was made at what might be con- 
sidered Alaskan rates. He received a 
peculiar check from J. N. McQuesten, 
formerly of this city, who is now at 
Circle City. McQuesten owns certain 
property here, and the current taxes 
on it for the year is only 56 cents. As 
he did not know what the amount of 
his taxes was, he sent the Tax Col- 
lector an order for $10. 

Mr. McQuesten must be prospering in 
Alaska, for he is the agent there of 
the Alaska Commercial Company. The 
order which he sent here directs the 
San Francisco office of that company 
to pay to the order of Mr. Gish $10 
and charge to the Circle City station, 
“the amount being in exchange for 
gold dust.” The order was duly certi- 
fied to. It will be sent to San Fran- 
cisco for collection, and the balance 
over the 56 cents due will be placed to 
the crecit of Mr. McQuesten. 


ARBITRATORS ORGANIZE. 


Col. Mendell Qualifies as a Member 
and is Elected Chairman. 

The Board of Water Arbitrators, who 
are to determine the vaiue of the plamt 
of the Los Angeles City Water Com- 
pany and the amount the city must pay 
for that plant under the contract of 
1868, perfected organization yesterday 
at its officesinthe Bullard Block. Col. 
George H. Mendell was elected chair- 
man of the board, and James F. Ken- 
mealy, secretary. Neither Capt. Healey 
nor Mr.. Kays, respectively the arbi- 
jtrators for the company and the city, 
desired to act as presiding officer of the 
board, it being thought best to have 
the third member act in that capacity. 
Another reason for his selection to the 
position was that his associates on the 
board recognized his well-known ability 


and desired just such a mam for the po- 
sition of chairman. 

The session yesterday morning was 
not of long duration. After adjourn- 
ment the members together went the 
rounds of the persons interested im the 
controversy. They called at the City 
Hall and paid their respects to the 
Mayor and other city officials, Col. 
Mendell being introduced to those whom 
he had not met before. They then vis- 
ted the several attorneys in the case, 
the officers of the water company and 
the engineers who have done work 
for either side during the pending liti- 
gation. 

At the City Hall Messrs. Kays and 
Healey filed their official notification 
to the city of their selection of Col. 
Mendell as the third member of the 
board, and the latter filed his oath of 
office, in which he pledged himself to 
faithfully perform the duties of his 
position and render a fair and just es- 
timate of the value of the water plant. 
The filing of these documents was 
necessary in order that they may be 
made a part of the city records. Simi- 
lar notifications and oath of office will 
be filed with the water company 
through its attorneys. 

For several days the members of the 
board will devote their time to the per- 
scnal examination of the river, the 
reservoirs, pumping plant, source of 
supply and general improvements, 
which are a part of the water system. 
This is necessary in order that they 
may be familiar with the points to be 
presented when their formal sessions 
begin, November 10. Their meetings 
will be public during the time that the 
two sides are presenting to them the 
points in the matter, but their own 
consultations as to what has been pre- 
sented will, of course, be private. It 
is their intention to go into the subject 
before them with great attention to de- 
tail and when their report is made it 
will be very voluminous. There will 
be no undue haste in their work, as 
they realize the importance of their 
deliberations. 


WILL PROSECUTE THEM. 


Those Who Dump Refuse Material 
on the Streets Violate the Law. 
Health Officer Powers has begun a 

crusade against the persons who for 

the past several months have been 
dumping garbage, refuse material, 
manure, etc., on the streets and on va- 
cant lots in the outlying portions of 
the city. For the past several days a 
number of complaints have been re- 
ceived at the Health Office about this 
practice, and Dr. Powers has decided 
to put a stop to it if possible. The in- 
spectors in his department have been 
ordered to carefully watch for persons 
who thus violate the sanitary laws of 
the city. It is almost impossible for 
the officers of the health department to 
catch these violators of the law in the 
act, but the people themselves in the 
districts where the practice is ost 
common could do much toward stop- 
ping the practice hy assisting the 
health authorities. It has been sug- 

gested that wherever any driver of a 

team is seen to dump refuse material 

on the streets or on a vacant lot, an 

“ffort be made to secure his name ora 

description of him. If the names of the 

offenders are presented at the Health 

Office, steps to prosecute the offend-

A THICKENING PLOT. 


THE DEFENSE OPENS ITS BAT- 
TERIES ON THE CLARK TRIAL. 


Joe Hunter on the Rrek for Two 
Hours—Jenlousy of Letitia Allec 
as c Factor in the Case. 


The evidence adduced yesterday in 
the trial of Harry Clark for the mur- 
der of the Chinese laundryman last 
May marked the beginniry of the end. 
The prosecution ended their case, and 
the defense opened, and in both in- 
stances the crowd that thronged the 
courtroom was entertained by new 
light that came glimmering into the 
case. 

Until Joe Hunter went upon. the 
stand for cross-examination yesterday 
not even a reasonable guess could be 
made as to what defense was to be 
set up, but certain questions in the 
long and very rigid examination, to 
which the witness was subjected at 
last appeared to indicate that at a later 
stage of the proceedings his main con- 
tention would be challenged. On the 
day of the murder Joe Hunter main- 
tained he was on a drunken spree in 
the city, he returned home in the even- 
ing drunk, and he remained drunk un- 
til he fell asleep-in bed. The circum- 
stances that penetrated his befuddled 
brain were, under ordinary circum- 
stances, of little importance, and de- 
veloped importance only in the light 


of after events. But these minor facts / 


were remembered when others much 
more likely to be impressed upon a per- 
son’s memory, whether such a person 
were drunk or sober, were obsolutely 
and wholly foreign to the witness’s 
mind. That in itself was brought out 
by the defense, and then, too, it was 
shown inferentially that in the facts 
that were remembered there was a 
certain continuity of idea which ap- 
peared to connect the facts that were 
remembered by Joe Hunter. 

In opening the defense a few dropped 
threads of testimony were picked up, 
and then a bold attack was made upon 
the case of the prosecution. The boy, 
Le Page, was the only witness who ab- 
solutely connected Harry Clark with 


the crime, and the defense sought to 


show by measurements that were based 
on physical characteristics not open to 
dispute that Le Page must have mis- 
represented—to put it mildly—when he 
testified; that when he said he occupied 
certain positions and saw the laundry 
wagon, and later saw Harry Clark 
come out of the house, it was a physi- 
cal impossibility that he could -have 
done so, as the contour of the interven- 
ing ground prohibited any such thing. 
An effort was also made to show that 
Joe Hunter and the defendant were not 
on good terms, and that in fact the 
former was jealous of the good un- 
derstanding existing between the de- 
fendant and Miss Letitia Allec. This 
was the first hint made in the case 
which indicated a motive. The prose- 
cution did in the initial stage of the 


trial advert to the fact that the de- / 


fendant asked the girl if she would 
return if he got $20, but the motive 
there implied was scarcely adequate, 
and was not contended for as such by 
the prosecution. Furthermore, 
money was found upon 
m.

Wit- 
ness could not explain why he remem- 
bered those particular facts, and failed 
to remember going to Al Barrel’s or to 
his brother George’s. He acknowledged 
that he hod prev'‘ously testified that he 
was in a besotted condition. 

Next morning, he said. he got up 
about 9 o’clock. Johnny Hunter wok- 
ened him up, and told him that the 
“hinamen’s wagon had been found. 
Then witness went down to Al Barrel’s 
and several other places. 

“Then you telephoned to the Sheriff 
thot there had been a murder.” 

“No, sir: I didn’t say anything about 
a murder.” 

“What did you say?” 

“T said there was something wrone.” 

“Does the Sheriff usually send offi- 
cers out just when he hears something 
is wrong.”

He 
said hte had been sent into the country 
to get horses, and had been thrown 
and had lain in the road all night.” 

On cross-examination witness said 
he saw a very strong resemblance be-

Om cross-éxamination witness said 
that he was told on the Saturday morn- 
ing when he saw it that Joe Hunter 
claimed the razor. Previous to that 
day witness said he had searched the 
place as well as he could, but had not 
seen the razor before. It was true, 
however, that he had not been looking 
for a razor particularly. On Friday 
evening Joe Hunter amd Cleghorn ac- 
cused witness of spoiling Joe’s razor 


by cutting the matting, and on Satur- |}. 


day morning on going to the house the 


witness asked to see the razor. Joes 


Hunter amd Cleghorn were both there 
when he looked at it. On the same 
Saturday morning the stains looked as 
if they had been scrubbed over and 
looked clean. Witness said he went 
underneath the house for about six or 
eight feet, but didn’t go farther, as he 
understood that other officers had been 
underneath. He saw no trail as if 
caused by a body, but if he had, he said, 
he would have followed it.

THE DEFENSE OPENS. 

The defense opened its case by call- 
ing Mr. Brighton, who had testified for

_Stated that Joe Hunter had told him 
that he.had vomited behind the bed, 
and the officers must have, mistaken 
stain for something else and cut, it 
out. 
Under. Sheriff Clement stated. that. he 
‘was pretty sure that he, did not see

er’s when he went out on Wednesday. 

The clod of blood-stained earth 
handed out by Deputy Agutrre from 
underneath Joe. Hunter’s house, wit- 
nest stated, crumbled to dust and he 
threw it away. The shirt with the blur 
of what was said to be blood upon it, 
was handed to witness by Aguirre. It 

‘was a_i light-colored check shirt, 
he e6aid. There was what ap- 
peared to be a drop of blood upon it, 
and witness stated the spot was about 
as large as a pea, but he didn’t really 
know what was done with the shirt. 
Mr. Clements thought Martin Aguirre 
had also cut a stained sliver from the 
kitchen floor, but he could not remem- 
ber the appearance of the stain upon 
it, and not thinking the matter impor- 
tant, threw it away. 

Miss Letitia Allec was next called to 
give the substnce of a conversation she 
had had with Joe Hunter while riding 
with him in his buggy out to his house. 
It was about two weeks previous to 
the date of the killing, and’ on that oc- 
casion Hunter asked why she didn’t 
get rid of Clark, saying that Harry 
had no money. He told her if she would 
“quit the kid” that he would get her 
all the clothes and money she wanted.

The plaintiff alleges in her complaint

Witheral and oreferred the charge 
against her of having stolen from them 
a lady’s brooch of gold and set with 
Mexican opals and pearls; one silver 
buttonhook, and on several occasions 
money aggregating $25. A warrant was 
issued, the plaintiff was arrested, gave 
bail and was released.

O’Brien states that the defendants did 
not appear to prosecute the charge, and 
the case was dismissed. Notwithstand- 
ing, the plaintiff alleges that she was 
out of pocket just $31.50 for costs and 
counsel fees, and, furthermore, was 
injured in-her good name and business 
to the extent of $5000. For these sums 
she now asks judgment. 


A SHORT LOAN, 


Suit to Foreclose on Some Mining 
Stock. 

Adolph Scharff has instituted suit 
against E. J. Burlingham to recover 
$1000 advanced as a loan. The loan was 
made on the last day of July, 1897, and 
defendant promised to return the 
money with 10 per cent. interest on or 
before February 1, 1898. 

To secure payment of the money, 
plaintiff alleges that Burlingham de- 
posited a certicate of the Bay Horse 
Mining Company for 10,000 shares, and 
executed a contract wherein he agreed 
that the certificate should be held in 
trust for the payment of the money, 
and that when the $1000 was repaid 
the certificate was to be reconeyed to 
the defendant. 

The money, however, has not been 
repaid, and the plaintiff now asks judg- 
ment for the amount of the loan with 
interest, and an order that the certifi- 
cate of mining stock be sold and the 
proceeds applied to a liqui®ation of the 
indebtedness, 


THE RODRIQUEZ CASE. 


Dispute Over Premises Conveyed to 
Avold Creditors. 

The further hearing in the Rodriguez 
case was continued yesterday in Judge 
Shaw’s department, and when the de- 
fendant went upon the witness stand 
he gave a different version of the trou- 
ble that had arisen between Mrs. Rod- 
riguez and himself than that given by 
her. 

Mrs. Feliciana Buelna de Rodrigue 
claimed that she owned as her separate 
property lot C, in block A, of the Ocean 
View tract; that she desired to sell 
the property, and when the defendant, 
her husband, offered to act as her agent 
she consented to the arrangement; that 
she gave her husband a power of at- 
torney—or thought she did—to act for 
her, and signed and acknowledged the 
instrument in March of the present 
year, thinking it was merely a power 
of attorney. When Mrs Rodriguez dis- 
covered that the instrument she had 
signed was a grant, bargain and sale 
deed of the property, she was wrathy, 
and the present suit followed. | 

But José E. T. Rodriguez told yes- 
terday quite a different story. To be 
gin with, he averred that though he 
had lived for manv years with the 
plaintiff, her husband is still living, and 
she has never been divorced from him, 
and consequently her proper name is 
Palomino. The defendant averred that 
in 1882 he owned certain property at 
Azusa, and as his creditors were pur- 
suing him pretty sharply, he made it 
over to the present plaintiff. That prop- 
erty was traded later for the property 
now in dispute, is located on Temple 
street near the cable railroad’s power 
house. Both parties had lived there, but 
the defendant contended that the deed 
made by the plaintiff was merely a re- 
turn to him of what he had conveyed 
to her in the first instance, on the un- 
derstanding that it was to be returned 
to him at later date. 

The case was submitted.

PAID HIMSELF OFF. 


Waiter Price Acquitted of a Charge 
of Larceny. 

A young man of varied accomplish- 
ments, whose necessities compelled him 
to act as waiter in a cheap restaurant 
at $5 a week, was arraigned in the 
Police Court yesterday on the charge of 
petty larceny. The prisoner was W. B. 
Price. He pleaded not guilty, de- 
manded an immediate trial, and was 
promptly acquitted. 

Price thought $5 a week was little 
enough to work for, and when his em- 
ployer sought to evade payment of part 
of even that meager stipend after it 
had been fairly earned, the waiter took 
advantage of a favorable opportunity 
to reimburse himself with the contents 
of the cash drawer. The amount in 
the till lacked 70 cents of being enough 
to satisfy his claim, but Price was will- 
ing to let it go at that. His employer, 
Carl Thomas, however, was of a differ- 
ent mind. He objected to Price’s being 
his own paymaster, and swore to a 
complaint, charging him with petty 
larceny. 

Price had anticipated this action on 
the part of Thomas and made no ef- 
fort to evade arrest. He willingly ac- 
companied Officer Fifield to the Police 
Station, and acted as his own lawyer 
when the case came to trial. Price 
made a long statement to the court in 
explanation of his action. He spoke 
with a frankness and candor that was 
refreshing and gave an exposé of 
Thomas’s business methods that re- 
flected anything but credit upon that 
individual. 

Thomas squirmed under Price’s dis- 
closures, and vainly tried to induce 
Deputy District Attorney Chambers to 
head off this line of testimony. But 
Price was given full swing by the court, 
and he unfolded a tale that easily justi- 
fied his seizure of the cash. There was 
only $2.30 in the drawer when the raid 
was made, and Thomas owed him $3 
Price said he only helped himself after 
he became thoroughly convinced that 
Thomas was trying to beat him out of 
the wages due him. 

The cashier, Mrs. Fitzgerald, was 
present when Price took the money. He 
had confided his purpose to her, and 
she made no resistance. Besides, Price 
showed that he was accustomed to 
have access to the money drawer, and 
that Thomas had virtually placed him 
in charge of the business while the pro- 
prietor was dodging creditors. 

The question was asked Price why a 
cashier was employed if. the receipts 
were so small and anybody had access 
to the money drawer. , 

“Oh,” Price replied, “Mrs. Fitzgerald 
was simply employed to lend the place 
an air of respectability. She had little 
to do as cashier.” 

Mrs. Fitzgerald was in court as a 
witness, and the compliment paid her 
by the frank defendant. caused her to 
blush. She is a matronly-spectacled 
lady, and it had evidently not occurred 
to her before that she was emploved as 
a mere ornament to the restaurant. 

At the conclusion of Price’s statement

WHAT ENGLAND SEES. A New 
England banker recently returned froin 
Europe and this is what he says of his 
observations ‘<here: 

“There are many interesting features 
in the English financia! situation at 
the present time. Crops are fhetter 
abroad this year than last year; but 
still they are not up to the standard, 
and Eurove must continue to import 
largely from America. The fact is, the 
English farmer cannot compete against 
the American farmer and American 
egricultural machinery. English bank- 
ers are beginning to understand this, 
and, although American investments 
stand well with them, the mecessity 
of the situation compel their present 
‘absence as buyers of American securi- 
ties, for they see that America will 
continue to draw gold from London and 
the continent.” 

These views are well verified by 
what is going on now. Im spite of all 
the American goods being sold in 
Europe the little flurry between Eng- 
lagi and France caused holders of 
American securities to sell them in 
New York even at low prices, for the 
reason that they were the only things 
at home to realize.

Whittier Graduate Held to Answer 
the Charge of Burglary. 

A Whittier graduate who was re- 
garded as a model student while an in- 
mate of that institution, was held to 
answer to the Superior Court yester- 
day by Justice Owens, on the charge 
of burglary. The culprit is Charles 
Cole. In default of $1500 bail he was 
remanded to the care of the Sheriff. 

Owing to his winning ways Cole had 
been enjoying the hospitality of a 
woman named May Gault, who, resided 
on North Main street. While Mrs. 
Gault was taking her vacation at Cata- 
lina, Cole removed a wagon-load of fur- 
niture from her apartments and sold it 
to a second-hand dealer. He drove up 
to the house for a second load, but 
Mrs. Gault unexpectedly returned, and 
put a stop to the robbery. She subse- 
quently reported the matter to the 
police, and the young man has since 
been getting his board and lodging at 
the city’s expense. 

Since his release from Whittier Cole 
has had some novel experiences. He 
first branched out as a female imper- 
sonator and filled an engagement doing 
the high-kicking act in a Main-street 
beer hall. His success in playing a 
feminine part was so complete that he 
began walking the streets in female 
garb to entice men to his room for 
blackmailing purposes. The police put 
a stop to that practice, but he contin- 
ued to lead a questionable life until 
he landed in jail for burglary. 

Coles’ fondness of play-acting while 
at Whittier once was the cause of a 
sensation in that institution and nearly 
cost him his life. With the aid of other 
boys in his dormitory he made a pre- 
tense of hanging himself one night. 
The plan was that he was to put the 
rope around his neck, fasten the other 
end to the top of the door, stand on a 
chair and step off. The other boys 
were to cut him down immediately, 
and give the alarm that Cole, brood- 
ing over fancied ill-treatment by the 
management, had taken his own life. 
The scheme worked better than the 
boys had hoped for. They let Cole 
hang a little too long, and had hard 
work reviving him after he was cut 
down. 


Mrs. Burk’s Bad Boy. 

A pale, white-headed youth named 
William Burk was arraigned before 
Justice Morrison yesterday for va- 
grancy. Officers Henderson and John- 
son, who arrested him, allege that Burk 
has no regular occupation, nor visible 
means of support, but is a constant 
frequenter of houses of ill-fame, to all 
of which allegations Burk pleaded not 
guilty. His trial was set for Novem- 
ber 3. Burk’s aged mother has not for- 
saken her wayward son. She was in 
court and tried to persuade Justice 
Morrison to have the lad sent to the 
County Hospital. Burk is ill, but Police 
Surgeon Hagan gave the opinion that 
his case was not so bad that he could 
not receive proper treatment in the 
City Jail. The broken-hearted mother’s 
request was therefore denied.

A Stranger in a Strange Land—Seven

PASADENA, Oct. 26.—[{Regular Correspond- 
ence.] An unusually pathetic death oc- 
curred in a doctor's office in this city this 
afternoon. A few weeks ago Charles J. 
Smith, a Norwegian, of No. 2920 Wentworth 
avenue, Chicago, came here for the benefit 
of his health. He was very much reduced 
and when he consulted a physician, he was 
told that he ought to go to a hospital at 
once. He protested against doing so, and 


‘ gaid he would try to maintain life for a 


while. With a friend, he set up a tent near 
Las Casitas, and they kept bachelor's 
quarters there. A week ago today he saw 
the doctor again, and was urged more 
strongly than ever to go to a hospital, but 
Smith said he couldn’t go till he had com- 
municated with his people at home, as he 
had no money, except the smal! amount they 
were able to send him monthly, which was 
barely enough to keep him in the most primi- 
tive way. His physician told him that he 
might try to get along one more week in 
his tent, an@ see what the result would 
be. He came down to the city with his 
chum today, expecting to go to the hospi- 
tal, but on his way upstairs to the doc- 
tor’s office he was taken with a_ fainting 
fit. He was carried up, and two physicians 
attended him, but the poor fellow died there 
in less than an hour, after managing to 
gasp out a farewell to his chum and a mes- 
sage to his family, to whom a telegram has 
been sent. He was about 23 years old. 
The body awaits instructions from Chicago. 
The only people Smith knew in this part of 
the country were the man who shared his 
tent and the doctor.

Soldier Boys Welcomed by Addresses

SAN DIEGO, Oct. 26.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The Y.M.C.A. reception to the boys 
of Co. B, Seventh Regiment, was one long to 
be remembered by those present. The boys 
were there in uniform, and addresses were 
made by Capt. Dodge and Capt. Humphreys, 
U.S.A., commanding Battery D. The address 
of welcome was made by President George W. 
Marston of the Y.M.C.A., and there were 
other interesting features, including a humor- 
ous address by Rev. John L. Pitner of the 
First Methodist Church. Vocal solos were 
rendered by Mrs. Lotte Buck Porterfield and 
T. E. Rowan, Jr. 

Capt. Dodge said, in part: “Camp Merritt, 
and that will go Gown in history as the worst 
camp that was ever established in the United 
States. It was situated in a basin, which was 
once a slough, and was one of the most un- 
healthy places imaginable. It was formerly 
used as a Chinese cemetery, and one day a 
Chinese skeleton was dug up. While I was 
sitting in front of my tent one day, one of 
the boys brought mea bug which he called a 
grave bug. It actually had a skull and cross- 
bones on its back. 

“Situated some distance from the camp on 
a hill was the drill ground. It was commonly 
known as Pneumonia Hill, because so many 
of the soldiers caught pneumonia there. The 
wind blew twenty-four hours out of every 
twenty-four there. Many of the boys, after 
a heavy drill and when perspiring, would sit 
on the damp ground, and it was only a mat- 
agg a few hours until they would be taken 
sick. 

“After six or eight weeks in this place we 
were moved back to the Presidio again, and 
here the government fully redeemed itself for 
past wrongs. We had good tents, sanitary 
conditions were perfect, and everything was 
pleasant."’ 

A STRANGE LIFE STORY. 

Sheriff Jennings received a letter of in- 
quiry yesterday that reveals a strange his- 
tory. The writer is Miss Mary Ruttan of 
Norwich, Ont., Can., and she asks for in- 
formation concerning her father, Dr. W. C. 
Ruttan, who is supposed to be in Southern 
California. Miss Ruttan writes: ‘Father 
married and raised four children, and think- 
ing he could better our conaition, he left 
one spring, intending to retumn fn the 
all. 
they stopped coming, and the money he said 
he sent was never received. Since then we 
have learned that the letters were inter- 
cepted and burned, and those which had 
money in were kept and the money collected 
by others. 

**Father was of French origin, and was fine 
looking, with square jaw, black eyes and hvoir, 
and Roman nose. The sum of $50,000 was left 
in a bank in San Francisco to his order, or 
by him, but long before we discovered this 
fact he had disappeared, and the money had 
also disappeared. Whether he took it, or 
whether rome enemy got it through fraud, 
we cannot discover. 

“We learned later that he was living in 
Southern California, and was very wealthy. 
He married again, it was reported, and has 
one son and a daughter. We are very anx- 
fous to learn the truth. Mother, deprived of 
the money he sent, had to make a living for 
us by sewing at 25 cents a day, and we nearly 
starved. She died three years ago, after 
years of privation and almost starvation. At 
one time we heard that our father had been 
in Paris studying in a medical college. This 
was three years after his disappearance from

Smith, Fully Recovered, 
sumes His Official Duties. 

SOLDIERS’.HOME, Oct. 26.—[{Regular Cor- 
respondence.}] A ripple of excitement agitated 
the surface of home affairs this morning, due 
to the appearance of Gov. Smith at his office, 
for the first time since the murderous attack 
upon him by A. G. Bradley. When the mem- 
bers of the home learned that the Governor 
would assuredly be at his office this morning, 
they speedily secured the services of the 
Home Band and, passing the word from bar- 
rack to barrack, fell in promiscuously behind 
the band and proceeded to headquarters, 
where they awaited the coming of the Gov- 
ernor. The latter, as if to emphasize his re- 
turning health, came afoot from his house. 
He was met at the approach to headquarters 
by all the captains and other officers, who 
conducted him, amid music by the band and 
cheering by the assemble@ members, to the 
south porch of headquarters.

Gould- 
ing, against the California Beet Sugar Estate 
and Land Company, charging the defendant 
company with committing a nuisance by al- 
lowing the water from the sugar factory to 
drain into the creek. The alleged trouble is 
of long standing.

REDONDO. 


Operations of the Salt Company. 
Club Tournament. 
REDONDO, Oct. 26.—{Regular Correspond- 
ence.) The Redondo Salt Company, after 
having made a number of alterations in ics 
drying par., so as to suit the peculiar condi- 
tions, has it so arranged that it will proba- 
bly be permanently operated in its present 
form. The pan is designed for use in arti- 
ficially drying the salt, and the product 
of that process is of very fine grain, sulia- 
ble for dairy and table purposes. A recent 
analysis shows the salt to be 99. per cent 
pure. The lake of brine, from which the 
salt is obtained shows no lowering of its 
level, although great quantities of the brine 
have been pumped out within the past few 
months. The richness of the brine in the 
lake, has, however increased materiai:iy. 
The percentage of saturation has increased 
from 62 per cent. to 100 per cent. Brine 
which ts said to have a 100-per-cent. satura- 
tion contains by weight about thirty-five 
parts of salt and about sixty-five parts of 
water. More salt than that proportion the 
brine cannot under any ordinary conditions 

be made to take into solution. 

A demand for rock salt in excess of what 
the company is at present able to supply 
is reported. The rock salt is produced by 
the solar process, which is necessarily slow 
end which must be slow in order to form 
coarse crystals.

THOMAS DILLEY FATALLY SHOT EN 
ROUTE TO A MERRYMAKING. 


-— 


Former Member of Co. L Acciden- 
tally Shot by His Own Gaon While 
Driving Over a Rough Road. 
Nearly Bled to Death—To Be 
Buried With Military Honors. 


SANTA ANA, Oct. 26. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.}] An accident occurred near Smelt- 
zer’s Station in the peat lands at 8 o'clock 
last night, which resulted this morning in the 
death of Thomas Dilley, a former member 
of Co. li, Seventh Regiment, California Vol- 
unteers. 

Dilley and a friend named Else Kitchens 
had started from their home near Bolsa in a 
road cart to take part in the a charivari, the 
former carrying a loaded shotgun. The butt 
rested between his feet on the slats in the 
bottom of the cart. As the wheels jolted over 
a rough place in the road the stock of the 
gun slipped between the slats of the foot- 
reat, striking the hammer against one of them 
and QO scharging the weapon. The entire 
charge entered young Dilley’s left side about 
an inch to the right and an inch below the 
heart, tearing the flesh, cutting several ribs 
and lodging against the shoulder blade just 
under the skin. 

With a groan the young man fell forward. 
His companion turned the horse, and holding 
the wounded man in the vehicle, drove him as 
fast as possible to Dilley’s home, where med- 
ical aid was speedily summoned from West- 
minster and Santa Ana. 

While sitting upright in the cart on the 
way home the unfortunate young man almost 
bled to death, blood poured from the wound, 
saturating his clothing and even running into 
his shoes. 

When the Gectors arrived, an hour after 
the accident, they found the wounded man in 
a fearfully weakened condition from logs of 
blood, and he soon elapsed into unconscious- 
ness, from which he never rallied. He lin- 
ore until 8 o’clocg this morning, when he 


Dilley, who is 21 years of age, was a mem- 
ber of the main body of men which went. to 
San Francisco in May to become members of 
Co. L, and although he was considered one 
of the frailest men in the ranks, he stood the 
final examination, an® was sworn into the 
service. He was discharged two months ago 
on account of physical disability, and has 
since been at his home in the peat lands. 

The remains were brought to Santa Ana to- 
day, where an inquest was held by Coroner 
Clark, the jury rendering a verdict of ac- 
cidental homicide. The funeral will be held 
in the Santa Ana Paptist Church at 2 o'clock 
Thursday efternoon, and the dead soldier wi! 
be buried with military honors by Co. L. 

It is stated that the young man’s parents 
pleaded with him net to go to the charivari 
ané asked him to leave his gun at! home, but 
he told them that if he did not have a good 
time when he was young he never could have 
when he got old.

A BOY MANGLED. 


Shocking Death of Charlie Lingskog 
Yesterday Afternoon, 

A most shocking street-car accident 
occurred on the Daly-street line yes- 
terday afternoon, whereby little 
Charlie Lingskog lost his life. The 
accident happened on Pasadena ave- 
nue, a few feet south of Avenue 19. 

Car No. 118 of the University and 
Daly-street line had started south. 
There being a down-hill grade, just be- 
fore reaching the bridge, the car had 
gained so much momentum that it was 
probably impossible to get it under con- 
trol in time to save the boy’s life when 
the conductor and motorneer realized 
that he was in danger. 

Charlie Lingskog, who was about 10 
years of age, was riding an old-fash- 
joned rubber-tire bicycle alongside the 
car, both going in the same direction. 
After passing Avenue 19 Charlie’s 
wheel turned slightly to the left, and 
then suddenly turned to the right. The 
boy and bicycle fell, landing in front 
of the car. He was dragged about 
thirty-five feet, and then the wheels 
of the car passed over his body. The 
body #=vas mangled in a shocking man- 
mer. and was entangled in the bicycle, 
Which was totally demolished. After 
Passing over the boy’s body, the car 
Jumped the track, and about 
twenty feet before being stopped. Some 
Say the boy was coasting down the 
hill. and others say he turned into 
Pasadena avenue from Avenue 19. 

It is customary for cyclers to ride 
between the tracks, and when the car 
overtook the boy the conductor rang 
the usual warning. Whether the boy 
became rattled or whether his wheel 
Struck some obstacle which threw it 
to the righ! is not known. 

The remains were taken to Paul’s 
undertaking parlors on the East Side, 
where ar inquest will be held some 
time this forenoon. The boy’s parents 
live. on Lercdc street, the father, John 
P. Lingskog, working for the Arcade 
Milli Company. The motorman’s name 
is B. Lupton, No. 305; the name of 
the conductor was not ascertained, but 
his number is 13.

HE KNOWS THE COURTS. 


A Beggar Who Prefers the Morrison 
Brand of Justice. 

A stuttering youth named Thomas 
Neyland was arraigned yesterday be- 
fore Justice Morrison for begging. Po- 
liceman Fowler, the arresting officer, 
testified that Neyland hurled opprobri- 
ous epithets at persons who refused 
him alms. Fowler was also of the opin- 
ion that the prisoner was an old of- 
fender, as he betrayed intimate knowl- 
edge of the local courts. He wanted 
to know whether he would be tried 
by Justice Owens or Justice Morrison. 
The officer broadly intimated that Ney- 
land was aware that Morrison was the 
more lenient judge, and consequently 
preferred the Morrison brand of jus- 
tice. The court let this remark pass 
unheeded. Neyland made a stout de- 
nial of all the allegations except that 
he was hungry and begged for food. 
The case was continued until this aft- 
ernoon, so the officer could produce 
witnesses to prove that the defendant 
used insulting language when his re- 
auest for alms was refused. 


PROOF AGAINST ALCOHOL. 


Dr. D’Evelyn’s Plan of Inoculation 
Against Inebriety. 
{[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—It is now pro- 
posed to make the human race proof 
against alcohol by inoculation. Dr. 
Frederick W. D’Evelyn of St. Luke’s 
Hospital, San Francisco, advances a 
plan to arm all children against intem- 
perance in later life just as they are 
armed against small pox. 

Dr. D’Evelyn said, 
“is hydration.” 

This, he explained, meant that the 
ordinary symptoms of degeneracy are 
traceable to hereditary or acquired al- 
coholism, and alcoholism is due to the 
effect of alcohol upon the water in the 
blood. To cure the inebriate or for- 
tify a child forever against drink Dr. 
D’Evelyn proposes to administer—says 
indeed he has already administered 
with marked success—what he calls 
equisine, or a preparation from the 
blood of a horse which has been fed 
upon alcohol until it has become a reg- 
ular toper. 

“I believe,” he said, “that inocula- 
tion against inebriety is a good thing 
for children whether there is a heredi- 
tary taint or not. Ordinary cases of 
alcoholism can be treated successfully. 
I do not believe every case can be 
cured. But' the all-important thing is 
to treat children so that generation af- 
ter generation shall be purer until there 
is not only no disposition to drink, but 
that the evils due to drink will be re- 
moved.”
